Father Reinert’s statement fol-

“The decision of the board of 
trustees of St. Louis University 
to terminate the services of Dr. 
James W. Colbert Jr. as dean 
of the School of Medicine was 
reached after profound consider- 
ation of the future of medical 
education at the university. 

“In reviewing Dr. Colbert's 
— as dean, the board recog- 

1ized his many abilities as a 
medical edu@ator. At the same 
time, however, the board decided 
that in view of ‘serious deficien- 
cies in his administrative atti- 
tudes and* procedures,’ it would 
be in the best interests of the 
university and the future devel- 
opment of the School of Medi- 
cine to discontinue his services. 

“As long ago as a year and 
a half, the deficiencies in his 
administration were pointed cut 
to him by university officials. 
It was with deep regret that | 
informed Dr. Colbert of the 
board’s decision and I have 
assured him that the university 
stands ready to do everything 
possible to facilitate his transi- 
tion to another position. 

“In reaching its decision, the 
board was guided by the long- 
range objectives of the univer- 
sity’s programs in medical edu- 
cation and the health service. 
The university administration 
wishes to restate its firm com- 
mitment to the development of 
a core of full-time faculty in all 
the departments of the School 
of Medicine, and to a strong, 
balanced academic program in 
medical education and re- 
search.” 

Defends Faculty Firings.

interview prior to the 
of Father  Reinert’s 
statement, Dr. Colbert declined 
to speculate on whether his 
firings of the two doctors was 
the reason for his being dis 
missed. However, he defended 
his move as necessary “to pre- 
serve the integrity of the aca- 
demic -community.”’

Stores operating illegally today 
in St. Louis and St. Louis county 
will be visited by city and county 
authorities, Circuit Attorney Dan- 
iel P. Reardon Jr. of St. Louis 
and Prosecuting Attorney Nor- 
man H. Anderson of St. Louis 
county reported. 

Both officials said they will 
take civil action against opera- 
tors of stores that persist in 
violating the Sunday sales law 

A number of discount houses 
have advertised in newspapers 
last week that they will be open 
today. 

The Missouri Supreme Court, 
in a ruling last Monday, 
the 136-year-old law that pro 
hibits Sunday sales of goods, 
other than “drugs or medicines, 
provisions or other articles ol 
immediate necessity,”” The ruling 
brought from Attorney General 
Thomas F. Eagleton a statement 
urging prosecuting officials to 
enforce the law. 


100 Stores in City. 


Reardon said that six mem- 
bers of his staff will visit about 
100 business establishments in 
the city, principally clothing, ap- 
pliance, furniture and drug 
stores, and automobile agencies. 

Owners and managers of estab- 
lishments that are operating 
illegally will be notified that they 
are required by law to close, 

Reardon said. 

If they do not comply, civil ac- 
*tion will be taken against them, 
he said. He did not specify 
whether he would file a quo war- 
ranto motion, seeking to revoke 
the charter of the violating cor- 
poration, or would request an in- 
junction, seeking to enjoin the 
firm from doing business on Sun- 
day at the risk of being in con- 
tempt of court. 
ranto action could apply only to 
corporations and not to indi- 
vidually owned businesses.

“Now that we have a work- 
able ordinance we believe it 
would be unfair to enforce it 
only against those who have ap- 
plied for the neecssary permits.” 

Dufte referred to the revised 
rooming house ordinance passed 
by the Board of Alderman last 
Thursday and expected to be 
signed by Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker this week. The measure 
carries an emergency clause and 
thus will be effective immedi- 
ately.

The revised ordinance modifies 
bathroom and other require- 
ments, making them more real- 
istic and easparjo enforce while 
retaining essential safety and 
health protection, Duffe said. 

Building Commissioner Ken- 
neth O. Brown said eight inspec- 
tors will be assigned to the sur- 
vey, which is expected to require 
about 30 days 

“The survey will serve a two- 
fold purpose,"’ Brown said, ‘“‘not 
only turning up .the illegal oper- 
ators but also giving us a chance 
to follow up on permit revoca- 
tions previously ordered and de- 
te-mining whether the operators 
are either complying or going 
out of business.” 

A large number 
house operators in 
area have permits and others 
have had their permits revoked 
and are now correcting deficien- 
cies, Brown explained. 

On determination that a dwell- 
ing is an unlicensed rooming 
house, the inspectors will con- 
duct an on-the-spot investigation 
to ascertain the extent of com- 
pliance with the ordinance and 
inform the operator of the find- 
ings, Brown said. 

“If the establishment fullfills 
the requirements the operator 
will simply be told to get a per- 
mit,”” Brown continued. “He 
will be given a reasonable time 
to comply and there will be fol- 
low-up inspections.

Both he and Duffe said they 
anticipated little difficulty for 
the inspectors in gaining access 
to rooming houses, in light of the 
recent Missouri Supreme Court 
ruling on right of entry. 

Where access is barred, how- 
ever, all steps necessary to gain 


entry will be taken, they added. 


Warning on Inspectors. 


They repeated warnings to 
householders to require inspec- 
tors to display the new identifi- 
cation cards bearing inspectors’ 
photographs. They also cau- 
tioned operators to employ re- 
putable contractors for altera- 
tions and repairs and to be cer- 
tain that contractors obtain 
building permits for work to be 
done.

Before leaving Elisabethville, 
Tshombe issued a communique 
charging that the U.N. offensive 
in the city “led to a massacre of 
the Elisabethville civilian popu- 
lation.”” Declaring Katanga will 
continue to resist, the communi- 
que predicted ‘butchery will only 
strengthen our faith in the final 
victorious issue of a just fight.” 

Defeat Seems Inevitable.

Reluctant Agreement. 

France, however, opposed the 
Western. alliance initiating talks 
on the ground it would be inter- 
preted as a sign of weakness 
After finding itself the only one 
of the 15 NATO partners opposed 
to talks with the Russians, 
France reluctantly agreed to the 
West putting out diplomatic 
feelers. 

In an interview over the 
French radio, Couve de Murville 
said: ‘‘No one can say that the 
solution to a problem does not 
lie in negotiations.

Troops’ Traveling on 
Autobahn Is Sent 
Through Czechs. 


BERLIN, Dec. 16 (AP) — The 
East Germans demanded again 
today that the United States stop 
sending its troops along the auto- 
bahn linking Berlin with West 
Germany across 110 miles of 
East. Germany. Previous pro- 
tests along this line have been 
ignored by Washington. 

The official East German 
news agency ADN said that the 
new demand was included in a 
note sent to the United States 
through Czech diplomatic chan- 
nels. The United States does not 
recognize the German Commu- 
nist regime and has no links 
with it. 

The new note, ADN said, 
called ‘illegal and provocative” 
recent movements in which two 
United States battle groups were 
exchanged in Berlin. It repeated 
charges, persistently denied by 
American and North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization spokesmen, 
that American troops in Berlin 
were under command of NATO 
and thus part of the Atlantic 
defense system 

The battle group exchange in- 
volved moving 3000 men in ‘about 
500 vehicles along the autobahn. 
The movement was completed 
vesterday without Communist in- 
terference. It was undertaken 
for relief of a battle group which 
had been on duty in Berlin since 
shortly after the Communists 
erected their wall Aug. 13. 

East Germany said it is not 
obligated to permit the move- 
ment of NATO troops along the 
highway. It added that American 
troop movements endangered 
the peace, especially because the 
troops traveled in combat dré¥s. 

In addition the East Germans 
charged that civilian road traf- 
fic was threatened by the Ameri- 
can troop mcvements “‘along this 
highly frequented lifeline.” Be- 
sides, the note went on, the mili- 
tary traffic may be harming the 
highway and East Germany re- 
serves the right to claim dam- 
ages from the United States. 

“East Germany strongly pro-

Three intervening petitions 
have been filed. The Bar Associa- 
of St. Louis, acting through its 
executive committee, and the 
Association of City Taxpayers 
urged the court*to disapprove 
the original petition. They con 
tended the additional expense 
would not#be justified, and that 
nine magistrate courts are ade- 
quate to meet the present case 
load. 

The 10 St. Louis magistrates 
also intervened through their at- 
torney, Orville Richardson. They 
charged that the federal census 
in St. Louis was “‘inaccurate and 
incomplete,” .and does not re- 
flect the city’s, actual population. 
They proposed, in the‘nature of 
a compromise, that circuit court 
authorize one additional court, 
so St. Louis can retain its pres- 
ent 10 magistrates. 

Chief Magistrate William Diu- 
guid told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the city should keep 
its 10 magistrate courts because 
the number of cases filed had 
increased from 20,112 in 1954 to 
almost 25,000 this year. 

The city’s share of the magis- 
trate court fees in that period 
has jumped from $93,109 to $138,- 
692. The state’s share of the fees 
has increased from $111,849 to 
$147,666, he reported. 

The bar association noted that 
a committee of the group, alter 
an intensive study of the magis- 
trate courts in 1955, concluded 
that their case load at the time 
could easily be disposed of in a 
two-hour work day 

Since then, the association re- 
ported, the number of magistrate 
court cases has increased about 
21 per cent. There appears to be 
no reason why this increase could 
not be handled by a work day 
of two and one-half hours, it 
stated.

UNION LOSES ITS 


SUBNORMAL COLD

CASE, BUT WINS 
NEW NLRB RULE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP)—

== The Internationa! Union of Elec- 


trical Workers lost a battle but 
won a war in a decision an- 
nounced today by the National 
Labor Relations Board. 


The board said it had voted 
5 to 0 to aropt a new rule de- 
signed to guard against improper 
electioneering in employe bar- 
gaining rights elections. 

Hereafter, the board said, 
threats, promises or other pres- 
sures by either side will be 
barred from the moment a peti- 
tion for an election is filed. Here- 
tofore the board has considered 
only the period following its or- 
dering of an election. 

The decision came in a case 
involving rival union efforts to 
reprement employes of the Ideal 
Electric & Manufacturing Co. of 
Mansfield, O. 

The International Union of 
Electrical Workers lost an clec- 
tion to disloge the independent 
Electrical Workers Union last 
April 26 by a vote of 193 to 60. 

The international union filed 
objections alleging that the com- 
pany unlawfully influenced the 
outcome by signing a new con- 
tract with the independent union 
providing wage increases and 
other benefits. The new con- 
tract was signed after the pe- 
tition for an election was filed 
but before the board handed 
down its decision ordering a 
voie, 

The board’s decision said 
“The board has now, reconsid- 
ered the entire problem and con- 
cludes, in all the circ@mstances, 
that the date of fitfng of the 
petition rather than the issuance 
of decision and direction, or of 
notice of hearing, should be the 
cut-off time in considering al- 
leged objectionable ‘conduct in 
contest cases.”’ 


However, it said that “in order 
to avoid undesirable confusion 
as to the impact of this policy” 
it was making the new rule effec- 
tive Dec. 14. 
| Thus it did not apply to the 
| Mansfield case, and the inde- 
| pendent union was certified as 
having won the election. 


GOLDFINE I$ TRANSFERRED 
TO STATEN ISLAND HOSPITAL 


NEW YORK, Dec. 16 (AP)— 
Bernard Goldfine, Boston indus- 
trialist serving a one-year sen- 
tence for tax evasion, was trans- 
ferred yesterday from the feder- 
al reformatory, Danbury, Conn., 
to the Public Health Service hos- 
pital on Staten Island. 

Reformatory warden Frank 
Kenton said Goldfine, 70 years 
old, had been moved “‘for fur- 
ther studies and treatment of a 
recently developed illness and 
recurrence of an emotional dis- 
turbance.” 

Goldfine suffered what was de- 
scribed as a minor stroke nine 
days ago. The “emotional dis- 
turbance” apparently referred to 
a mental upset Goldfine suffered 
when he was in the institution a 
year ago on a three-month sen- 
tence for contempt of court. 
Goldfine arrived at the Staten 
Island hospital under guard.

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TROUBLE IN NATO ALLIANCE Balance of Payments 


U.S., Britain and France Weticits Hang Over 
. 5. Budget Makers 


—Divergent Interests of 


Relationship Among ‘Big Three’ to: Figure in 
Kennedy-Macmillan Meeting This Week — Paris 
Observers See Possibility America May Have to 
Negotiate With Russia Without Aid of Allies.

PARIS, Dec. 16. 


THE SHOWY MINISTERIAL MEETINGS of the North Atlantic 
alliance that occur twice yearly produce an official outpouring of senti- 
ment on solidarity and harmony having little to do with the real troubles 


besetting NATO. 


Those troubles can be traced to a root cause in the 


relationship among Britain, France and the United States. 


0 long as the ties of the three principal 
Partners are disjoined, so long will the alli- 
ance be plagued by lack of common pur- 
posiveness and direction. That has been 
demonstrated here in the week just ended 
at the meeting the Council of Ministers 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 


IT IS EASY—perhaps too easy—to put 
the blame for it all on the remote and tow- 
ering tigure of Charles de Gaulle 
in the splendid seclusion of the Elyse 
Palace, talking rarely even with his own 
ministers and then only to give them the 
benefit of his commands 


Hie sits 


But a case can be made for De Gaulle 
and the logic of his present intransigence 
It goes back to World War II and his proud 
refusal despite, or possibly even because 
of, the defeat of France, to knuckle under 
to Roosevelt and Churchill. They found his 
prideful temperament intolerable and the 
scars of that time are still an irritant 


Then, after the war, Britain continued to 
cultivate a special relationship between the 
two English-speaking partners. The United 
States gave Britain nuclear know-how while 
denying it to France 


In this way the rancors of the war have 
been kept alive. One consequence has 
been De Gaulle’s determination to go it 
alone in producing a separate French 
nuclear deterrent. There can be little 
doubt that this seriously handicapped the 
attempt in the past three vears to come to 
an agreement with the Soviet Union on 
the contro] and inspection of nuclear tests 
under a test ban treaty. 


De Gaulle.refused to have anvthing to 
do with that effort and, while it may have 
been foredoomed from the beginning. the 
fact that France continued testing was a 
point of serious vulnerability for the West. 


WHAT IS equally impor.ant, France does 
not have the resources to go the full, fan- 
tastically costly course of nuclear weap- 
onry, This may be one reason why reports 
have emanated from Paris to the effect 
that the French and the Germans mean to 
unite for a common nuclear development. 
This seems unlikely, at least so long as 
Chancellor Adenauer is in power, because 
he would know that such a combine would 
have a deeply disruptive effect on. the 
Western alliance. 


When President Kennedy and Prime 
Minister Macmillan meet in Bermuda 
next week they will have as one of 
their principal concerns the relationship 
among the “Big Three’’ and how it affects 
the Sovet threat in Berlin and elsewhere 
in the world. Observers here are begin- 
ning to believe that, because of the 
stress and strains at the summit of the 
alliance, the end result may be a nego- 
tiation between the United States and the 
Soviet Union. That is what it could come 
down to if the choice would seem to be 
between a confrontation and nuclear war. 


‘When they met in Vienna in June, Pre- 
mier Khrushchev could hardly have been 
sterner or harsher in his attitude toward 
Germany and: Berlin. Yet the last para- 
graph of the communique issued at the 
end of their exchange said: ‘‘The President 
of the United States and the President of 
the Council of Ministers of the Union of 
Social Soviet Republics are in agreement 
to keep in contact on all the questions inter- 
esting the two countries and the entire 
world.” That was taken at the time to be 
a kind of fire escape in the event of an 
imminent conflagration. 


THE BRITISH have consistently favored 
nevotiation and they would logically expect 
to be part of any confrontation. But to have 
two of the three present and France sitting 
it out would give De Gaulle cause for new 
suspicion artd resentment. 

If this resentment were strong enough 
De Gaulle could take revenge in a matter 
that hangs in delicate balance. Britain has 
applied for membership in the European 
Common Market, but membership must be 
conditioned on reservations having to do 
with the Commonwealth and other commit- 
ments that cannot be abruptly severed. A 
French blackball for Britain would have 
unhappy consequences not only in the 
European club but elsewhere 

One thing abundantly clear in all this is 
the heavy responsibility it puts on Presi- 
dent Kennedy. If the ‘‘Big Three’’ cannot 
be -reconciled, he must, on his own initia- 
tive, .try to do what cannot be done in 
partnership. 


A COMPLAINT of European statesmen at 
meetings of the Western alliance is the 
lack of American leadership. Where, trey 
ask, is the American initiative? Where is 
the American design nat woula establish a 
pattern of behavior for the alliance? 


The American rejoinder might well be 
that it is hard to lead a team, each mem- 
ber of which seems determined to play 
his own separate game. 


This is the situation that not only Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk but his predeces- 
sors have confronted as Europe has re- 
covered from the last war and as the old 
rivalries and suspicions have come to life 
in Europe's current boom. American pa- 
tience has been stretched to cover a multi- 


tude of divergent and sometimes clashing 
views 

On Katanga, the British and the Belgians 
have been determined to ke Pp in power a 
pliant Moise Tshombe who will guarantee 
with the aid of white mercenaries the 
profits and the properties of the large Euro- 
pean mining interests in that province and 
in neighboring Rhodesia.

Since the economic recovery of western 
Europe, the United Staves has had large 
deficits in these transfers, In the last cal- 
endar year the excess of outflow over in- 
tlow was $3,900,000,000. For this year it ‘s 
estimated at around two billion. The ac- 
cumulated deficits have drained more than 
five billion dollars from our gold reserves. 
The drain has amounted to $842,000,000 this 
vear, and Federal Reserve Board Chair- 
man William McChesney Martin told a 
press conference this week that the present 
deficit “is threatening, to say the least, 
and raises the spectre of renewed specula- 
tion against the dollar.”

GOVERNMENT REVENUES in recent 
years have been in the neighborhood of 16 
per cent of the G.N.P. When this multiple 
is applied to the prediction for June, the 
product is around the 92 billion dollars the 
budgeteers are counting on for government 
spending 

The estimated increase of the G.N.P. 
from 540 to 570 billion dollars is based on 
a continuation of the upward trend in busi- 
ness during the first six months of 1962, 
a forecast shared by nearly all government 
and private economists. But these econo- 
mists decline to make definite predictions 
for the last six months of next year. Heller 
has said the trend will continue upward, 
but he added, ‘‘At this stage we are not 
in a position to judge in a definitive way 
the pace of that rise beyond mid-1962.” 


One of the clouds in the distant eco- 
nomic sky is the possibility of a steel 
workers’ strike in the summer and fall 
next year, comparable to the steel stop- 
page in 1959 which some economists and 
business men have said was a major 
cause of the economic slowdown of 
1960-61. 


Another cloud is the persistence of a high 
rate of unemployment and the probability 
that the Federal Government will have to 
furnish additional relief to the jobless and 
their dependents, Administration spokes- 
men are saying less and less about the 
attainability of ‘‘full employment’ and are 
accepting an unemployment goal of 4 per 
cent as tolerable. The latest unemployment 
figure was 6.1 per cent, which is likely to 
go higher in the winter and come down in 
the spring. Even with a G.N.P. rate of 
570 billion dollars in June, the percentage 
is likely to be 5 or higher. 

A third unascertainable factor is what will 
happen when the accelerated government 
spending, started bv President Kennedy 
early in his administration to speed-up 
economic recovery, ends next June. These 
additional outlays—prepayments of G.I. in- 
surance dividends to veterans and increas°d 
spending on roads, public works and de- 
fense—unquestionably had the desired ef- 
fect on the economy, except in the fie!d 
of employment. About 11 billion additional 
government dollars were poured into the 
spending stream and were at least partly 
responsible for the rise in the gross nation- 
al product rate from a low of 500 billion 
dollars in the first quarter of this calendar 
yeal 


UNLESS NEW SOURCES of accelerated 
government spending are found, the up- 
ward pushes for the economy must come 
from more permanent stimulation. 

President Kennedy has proposed two 
stimulants. One, requiring congressional 
action, would give a tax reduction cf 8 per 
cent of expenditures for new industrial out- 
lays. The other, which is being worked out 
administratively by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, will allow tax deductions for faster 
depreciation in specified industries. 


The annual direct cost to the Treasury 
of the two proposals, tax incentive for 
investment and faster depreciation, has 
been calculated at two billion dollars, 
Part of this loss, Administration experts 
say, wil] be retrieved from increased 
business activity resulting from the 
greater private expenditures for new ma- 
chinery and other equipment which, in 
turn, will be reflected in larger corporate 
profits and increased personal incomes. 


The larger part of the Icss, however, is 
expected to be recouped by proposed 
changes in the present tax laws. These Ad- 
ministration recommendations, made fast 
session, include withholding at the source 
taxes on dividends and interest, repeal of 
the 4 per cent credit for dividends, enlarged 
authority for stricter control of business 
and private expense accounts and cuftail- 
ment of the use of foreign tax havens. 

Powerful lobbies are fighting these tax 
changes although equally powerful business 
interests are urging the faster depreciation 
idea and many of the affectec industries 
want the investment incentive plan. The 
House Ways and Means Committee is di- 
vided on the tax changes and it cannot be 
said for certain whether all or any one of 
them will be approved by Congress. 

In addition to these tax changes, the 
Kennedy administration is expected to seek 
more revenue, as President Eisenhower did 
repeatedly, from increases in the postal 
rates and higher taxes on automobile and 
aviation fuels. Of necessity, the President 
wil! ask for continuation of the present 
“‘wartime’’ corporate and excise tax rates 
which, without congressional action, ‘would 
go lower after July 1.

Formation by most of the area’s schools of 


an Educational Council for Responsible Citi- 
zenship is a wholesome development for St.

The organization was created by the city 


and county public schools, the main parochial 
and private schools and St. Louis and Wash- 
ington Universities.

Last spring, some educators reported that

The educators’ reaction was the proper one: 
that education does indeed have to acquaint 
citizens with the nature of their citizenship, 
but such education must be sound and factual.

A member of the Missouri House from 
St. Louis now represents about 47,000 per- 
sons; a member from the smallest county rep- 
resents only about 4700, or a tenth as many 
This is a standing offense against democratic 
government. The rural domination it per- 
petuates tends to injure the cities in many 
ways, including the failure to provide them 
with the representation in Congress to which 
they are entitled. 

The metropolitan areas need far more home 
rule authority than. theynow--possess.—St 
Louis, for example, needs power to streamline 
its cumbersome local government through 
Charter action to eliminate its “county” level 
of government, or at least to integrate it with 
the municipal corporation. The people of 
St. Louis county need the authority, through 
Charter change, to permit the county govern- 
ment to handle county-wide functions with- 
out regard to municipal boundaries. And it 
may be that the methods of adjusting city- 
county governmental relationships need to be 
enlarged. 

The metropolitan areas are where most of 
Missouri's people now live, where many of the 
more complex governmental problems have 
arisen and where most of the state's -evenues 
are raised.

By backing the U.N., 
even at the cost of division with our NATO 
the United States has immeasurably 
strengthened its leadership among the under- 
developed peoples who are a prime target 
of Soviet strategy. 
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Our government has also thrown its weight 
on the side of a U.N. organization which in 
the years ahead can take an increasingly pos- 
itive role as a world peacemaker. 

Two lines of development lie open for the 
U.N. It can become a piece of conference 
machinery, a forum where nations try to set- 
tle their disputes, a sounding board, a debat- 
ing society in which national power remains 
the final arbiter. Or it can become an or- 
ganic entity with its own life and character, 
an international body which serves a positive 
function in settling international disputes, 
a new sovereignty capable of gradually ex- 
tending, and ultimately enforcing, the rule of 
law in the world. 

Many nations unfortunately prefer to re- 
strict the U.N. to its conference role in any 
issues involving their own interests: and so 
they withhold support for U.N. policies which 
hey do not approve. Dag Hammarskjold be- 
lieved in the second role, and gave his life in 
behalf of it. U Thant evidently believes in it 
also. So do millions of people in every na- 
tion who want to see a counter-poise devel- 
oped for those national power conflicts which, 
in the age of nuclear weapons, threaten 
worldwide devastation if they come to war. 

In his September address to the U.N., Pres- 
ident Kennedy said the United Nations 


will either grow to meet the challenge of 
our age—or it will be gone with the wind, 
without influence, without force, without re- 
spect. Were we to let it die—to enfeeble its 
vigor—to cripple its powers—we would con- 
demn the future. For in the development of 
this organization rests the only true alterna- 
tive to war—and war appeals no longer as a 
rational alternative. Mankind must put an end 
to war—or war will put an end to mankind. 


Those noble words have been put to the 
test in The Congo crisis, and the United States 
under President Kennedy’s leadership must 
continue to meet the test 


areas deserve a fair say in how the problems 
are to be tackled and how the money is to be 
spent. We await the committee's report in 
this respect. And if it takes a constitutional 
convention to bring into being these neces- 
sary conditions of equity, then so be it. 


Spotlight on the Met 


Secretary of Labor Goldberg in announcing 
the award of a $20-a-week pay increase for 
musicians of the Metropolitan Opera made a 
plea for greater support of the arts by gov- 
ernment and private groups and the creation 
of a national advisory council of the arts. 
“We must come to accept the arts as a com- 
munity responsibility,” Mr. Goldberg said. 

The plight of the Metropolitan Opera is 
similar to that of symphony orchestras and 
theater and ballet groups throughout the na- 
tion. The Met last year had a deficit of 
$400,000 which was met by private contribu- 
tions, and the musicians’ pay raise undoubt- 
edly will increase that figure this year. Sec- 
retary Goldberg’s award, however, appears to 
be a compromise closer to the Met’s final 
offer than to the musicians’ demands. The 
order was that the present minimum be in- 
creased from $170 a week to $180 this sea- 
son, to $185 next season, and $190 for 1963- 
64. The musicians had asked for $220 a week. 
The Met had offered a $5 a week raise this 
year, and another $5 raise next year. 

The American record of supporting the 
arts suffers from comparison with the Euro- 
pean example where subsidies by local and 
national governments are firmly established. 
The government of West Germany has even 
contributed $2.500,000 for construction of a 
new Metropolitan Opera House in the Lin- 
coln Center in New York. A nation should 
develop its cultural resources as well as its 
natural resources, and creation of a national 
arts council would be a desirable step in this 
direction. 


Okayless Indeed 


Maj. Arch Roberts, who drafted the “pro- 
Blue” program that brought Maj. Gen. Edwin 
A. Walker into controversy with the Penta- 
gon, recently made a speech which adds 
significantly to bureaucratic coinage. Asked 
if the Army had approved his speech, Maj. 
Roberts said, ““They haven't disokayed it.” He 
did not go so far as to say the Pentagon 
should disadmonish Gen. Walker, nor did he 
appeal for discensoring military speeches, 
but he didn’t disnegate the idea either. “Dis- 
establishmentarianism” is said to he one of 
the longest words in the dictionary, and Maj. 
Roberts has created one of the shortest in- 
volving the same prefix. Were it not for the 
dislimitable possibilities of disokay, however, 
we would suggest that the Pentagon disfile 
the word in untriplicate. 


Record of Compliance 


In five months the St. Louis “ouncil on 
Human Relations has counted only 39 com- 
plaints of discrimination under the new Pub- 
lic Accommodations Oruinarce, and all but 
a half-dozen of these were resulved without 
resort to legal means. This is a remarkable 
record of compliance for a city of 750,000 in- 
habitants, with possibly 5000 businesses com- 
ing under the ordinance: .n retrospect, St. 
Louis can wonder why the Board of Alder- 
men debated the law for a decade before 
passing it. Yet no one can be sure whether 
lengthy consideration did not help prepare 
the community for what was considered a 
controversial issue. The important point is 
that thefe is so little controversy about equal 
rights to public accommodations ioday.

America’s Delusions of Its Power 


British Conceit That Empire Was Invincible Hastened Its Decline

An illusion is usually moderately 
harmless. We see a curtain flapping 
at the other side of the room and be- 
lieve it is an extra guest. 

A delusion is much more of an af- 
fliction. One is convinced that one is 
Napoleon; or that, when o1 > opens the 
piano, a mad rat will spring out; or 
that one is accompanied by an Indian 
guide, invisible to others., On the per- 
sonal level, such afflictions tend to 

impair the judg- 
ment. On the -na- 
| tional level, they

of This is a time 
when, for the sake 
of all of us, all 
over the world, 
Americans ought 
to inspect their own delusions in the 
light of the British delusions. If you 
don’t, the West is going to look very 
silly by the end of this century. 

I will confine myself to delusions that 
have been held, and often jealously pre- 
served, by acquaintances of mine who 
are in other respects rational and open- 
minded people. 

Delusion 1 (held by British engi- 
neers): British engineers are the best 
in the world. : 

I will not spend any time. on this. 
lt is contradicted by Delusion 2. 

Delusion 2 (held by American engi- 
neers): American engineers are the 
best in the world. This is worth a bit 
more discussion, although it is as un- 
realistic as Delusion 1. American en- 
gineers have brought off great techni- 
cal achievements. They invented mass 
production in its modern sense, with 
the stimulus of an enormous internal 
market to prod them on. They have 
produced more consumer goods than 
the rest of the world put together. 
They have carved out a superlative

road system. But the truth is, all coun- 
tries, once they have touched what the 
American economist W. W. Rostow 
calls the take-off stage of incustrializa- 
tion, produce good engineers. For cer- 
tain kinds of design engineers, one 
would go to less luxurious countries 
than the United States—to Italy, Swit- 
zerland, Sweden. Soviet engineers are 
first-class—in some departments not so 
experienced: as Americans, in others 


more so. 
There was nothing magical about 
the Gagarin space flight. It was a 


wonderful engineering feat, made pos- 
sible by tens of thousands of excellent 
technologists. 

Delusion 3 (held by some American 
non-scientists): The Soviet space flight 
did not take place. 

Nonsense. It is as well authenticated 
as Columbus’s first trans-Atlantic voy- 
age. But the fact that this delusion 
can exist demonstrates the distorting 
effect of Delusion 2. 

Delusion 4 (held by non-scientists in 
the United States and Britain in 1945): 
The Communist world would be many 
years in catching up with the atomic- 
bomb discovery. 

Compare Delusion 2. This one be- 
longs to the same family. It has had 
a profound, and most dangerous, effect 
on Western military planning. Scien- 
tists in general have not suffered from 
this particular delusion. I remember 
in 1945, at about the time of the Alamo- 
gordo test, hearing scientists discuss 
how long it would take the Soviet Union 
to follow suit. Six years was the aver- 
age estimate. In fact, it took four. In 
the same way, many scientists now 
predict that China will have a substan- 
tial nuclear armament by the end of 
the *60s. 

Delusion 5 (held by many Britons un- 
til the Suez crisis): The sun will never 
set on the British Empire—Britain is 
invulnerable; its wealth, power and 
glory will never fade. 


Delusion 6 (held by many who ought 
to know better): The colored races are 
inferior in all ways to the white. 

It is just possible that certain sets of 
gifts have become more densely con- 
centrated in certain racial groups. The 
chief argument for this, oddly enough, 
is the athletic success of Negroes. 

I have also heard it argued, by emi- 
nent mathematicians, that the propor- 
tion of Russians with high mathemati- 
cal gifts is greater than the corre- 
sponding proportion of Americans or 
Britons or Frenchmen. 

Delusion 7 (held until 1957 by most 
Americans and many Europeans): The 
United States is invulnerable. 

Well, it obviously isn’t. If it came to 
a thermonuclear war, the United States 
would lose about 40 per cent of its 


population, and so would the U.S.S.R. 
| detest having to write this figure as 
though it were a normal calculation. 

There are plenty of other delusions 
that link up with these seven, but they 
are enough. What do they add up to? 
What is their inner consistency? What 
is the major mistake we are making 
as we judge our world? And why? 

I don’t think the truth is difficult to 
find. But it is not pretty. I believe 
that Britain in the nineteenth century 
and the United States in the twentieth 
have let technology go to our heads. 
One after the other, we have become 
stupefied by a kind of technological 
conceit. In our case, it made us sleepy, 
self-indulgent, self-congratulatory for 
nearly a century—so much so that we 
have declined faster than we needed to. 

The central truth seems to be some- 
thing like this: My country came to 
its short spell as boss nation by some- 
thing like accident, or a whole assem- 
bly of accidents. Largely by chance, 
we got in first with the industria] revo- 
lution. You succeeded us. You got in 
first with the scientific revolution, or 
second industrial revolution, call it 
what you like. We lost our place. 
Your position is stronger than ours 
ever was, but there is nothing heaven- 
sent Or preordained which makes it 
certain that you won't lose yours. 

You see, we have now discovered 
that technology is rather easy and that 
any spirited country, given the drive 
and will, can carry out a technological 
revolution. The Russians have proved 
that. The Chinese are proving it now. 
But there was a non-Communist exam- 
ple, much earlier, not so deep as the 
two Communist industrializations, but 
still dramatic. That was the Japanese 
transformation between the Meiji res- 
toration and 1900. Within less than 40 
years, the Japanese had made them- 
selves into a modern technological so- 
ciety. It is curious that this example 
has been so little noticed.

There were barriers 
against annexation. 

Certainly here in Baltimore no one 
is urging another city grab of Balti- 
more or Anne Arundel county terri- 
tory. The counties do not want to be- 
come a part of the city and there is 
no indication that the- city wants to 
take in parts of the counties. There is 
talk of metropolitan government, a 
joining of the city with the counties 
to meet area problems. Studies look- 
ing in this direction are under way. 

What will come from this in the Bal- 
timore area remains to be seen, but 


something will have to be done if gov- 
ernment is not to, bog down. St. Louis 
area voters rejected a plan for a met- 
ropolitan authority in 1959. Now St. 
Louis is turning in another direction. 
A plan is brewing to end the separation 
of 1876 by reconsolidating the city and 
county under the name Municipal 
County of St. Louis. 

How far this idea will get remains to 
be seen. But it is not likely to catch 
on in Baltimore. Our problem is more 
complex. Metropolitan Baltimore cov- 
ers more than the city area and Balti- 
more county; it extends will into Anne 
Arundel and a part of Howard. Going 
back to 1851 would ‘solving nothing.

for funds to start building some pre-production facilities for the 
Nike-Zeus missile-killer system have been approved or denied by 
he Administration's budget makers in recent decisions. 


Army officials had believed 
they convinced the President at 
a budget session at Hyannisport 
two and one-half weeks ago. 
Initially, the Army asked for 
$270,000,000 to start building pro- 
duction facilities; mainly for 
making the milions of transis- 
tors that are required in the Zeus 


electronic system. About $120,- 


000,000 for this purpose is said 
to have been approved by the 
Department of Defense. 

More than a billion dollars has 
been appropriated for research 
and development of the Nike- 
Zeus. Completion of the system 
to protect the principal popula- 
tion centers of the United States 
will cost, it is estimated, from 
eight to 10 billion dollars. This 
wil} not provide defense for stra- 
tegic installations, except those 
near centers of population 

In the two previous budgets, 
the Army has asked for funds 
for facilities for production, but 
each time it failed to obtain ap- 


proval. Its hopes this year were 
high. There are today no doubts 
by competent scientists and en- 
gineers that the system will 
work, 


PREVIOUS OBJECTIONS that 
it might not be able to cope with 
several missiles at a time are 
no longer valid with the perfec- 
tion of the radar and guidance 
system. 

[he system is provided also 
with a discrimination radar that 
can sort out decoys from bona- 
fide warheads. The acquisition 
radar can now reach out 700 to 
1000 miles. It ha been extensive- 
ly tested on Ascension island 
aczainst missile firings from Cape 
Canavera! 

An experimental tracing radar 
(lradex), that can reach out 
2000 miles and pick up missiles, 


is being set up at Roi-Namu 
island, near Kwajalein island in 
the Pacific, where the Zeus sys- 
tem ,will have its first tests 


acainst Atlas missiles next year. 


The Army's hopes to obtain 
production funds in the next 
budget. were based on recent 


successful full-scale firings of the 
Nike-Zeus missile from Point 
Mugu, Cal., together with tests 
of the various radar components 
at Ascension island, White Sands, 
N. M., and Point Mugu, plus the 
announcements recently by So- 
viet Premier Khrushchev and So- 
viet Defense Minister Rodion Y. 
Malinovsky that the Soviet Union 
had solved the problem of de- 
stroving rockets in flight. 

The United States can make 
the same claim, even though 
it has not fired a missile-killer 
missile against an I.C.B.M. 
Zeus radar equipment was. used 
in the firings of Nike-Hercules at 
White Sands, where missiles in 
light were destroyed. 

THE SIZE of the military 
budget could be the determining 
factor in a decision not to go 
ahead with production facilities 


at this time. There have been un- | 


confirmed reports that such deci- 
sion had been made or was about 
to be made. The Nike-Zeus item 
would imply a commitment to an 
expenditure of up to 10 billion 
dollars*m the next four or five 
vears. Some say it would be 
better to spend that sum on of- 
fensive weapons. 

In comparing the costs of 
Nike-Zeus with other weapons 
systems, Gen. Arthur G. Tru- 
deau, Army chief of research 
and development, in testimony 
before the House Appropriations 
Committee in April said: “‘The 
cost of the Zeus system is one 


third of what the Strategic Air | 


Command cost in the decade of 
1950 to 1960; it is one third the 
cost of continental air défense, 
1950-60; it is less than one half 
the Air Foree’s air defense 
forces, in other words, their in- 
terceptor planes from 1960 to 
1966. It is one half the cost of 
fighter aircraft in the period 1950 
to 1960; it is somewhat less than 
the cost of Polaris, and it is 
somewhat less than the cost of 
our aircraft warning, including 
BMEWS, the Pinetree Line, 
SAGE, and what have you.” 
Present commander of the 
North American Air Defense 
Command, Gen. Laurence S. 
Kuter, and his predecessor, Gen. 
Earl E. Partridge, both are 
advocates of anti-missile defense. 


DR. ELLIS A. Johnson, for- 
merly director of the operations 
research office of Johns Hopkins 
University, has estimated that, 
with active defense (Nike-Zeus 
system) under a single assumed 
attack situation, deaths from 
nuclear attack can be reduced 
from 90,000,000 to 20,000,000. Un- 
der the same assumed attack sit- 
uation, he estimated, civil defense 
alone would reduce the deathis 
from 90,000,000 to 80,000,000. 

The first test of the Nike-Zeus 
missile-killer system will take 
place at Kwajalein atoll in the 
Pacific next¥year. For the tests 
ei army fas bought 18 Atlas 
missiles to be fired from Cali- 
fornia to points near Kwajalein. 
The missiles will be launched by 
the Air Force.

as possible, the Defense Depart- 


ment has instructed the Air 
Force to use every type of de- 
coy and electronic counter-meas- 
ure available. The Zeus team 
will receive no warning of the 
launch times nor-the target area 
of the missiles.

gravities. By comparison, the 
initial acceleration of most liquid- 
propellant missiles is only four- 
tenths of one gravity. 

The great. power is needed to 
get the missile 30 to 100 miles 
into space very rapidly, since a 
very short time can elapse be- 
tween detection of a target 
traveling 18,000 miles an hour 
and the time when it must be 
hit 

The means by which the hydro- 
gen warhead will be made in- 
effective are secret. Armv ex- 
perts insist that the missile- 
killer will make a clean kill and 
will not explode the other’s war- 
head. 

THE OPERATION of the Zeus 
is completely automatic. Even 


the checkout of the system to 
see if it is in working order is 


done by a computer. The sys- 


tem uses four radars. A detec- 
tion radar reaches out a long dis- 
tance to pick up the presence of 
a missile. It operates continuous- 
ly over a full 360 degrees. A dis- 
crimination radar checks the 
Objects picked up against the 
characteristics of a warhead, 
which are in its memory, and 
sorts the warhead from decoys 
or other debris.

Review of the Week's Developments

UNITED NATIONS, Dec. 16. 


PRESIDENT KENNEDY and 


his foreign policy advisers were 


faced this week with two situations in which their judgment as 


to what was best in the interest 


of the United States—and world 


peace—was opposed by old and valued European allies. 


The first question was whether 
to negotiate with the Soviet Un- 
ion on the Berlin issue. The 
United States thought the time 
had come to negotiate. France 
disagreed. 

The ‘North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization ministers, meeting in 
Paris, decided to continue dip- 
lomatic probing of Soviet inten- 
tions. United States and British 
ambassadors in Moscow will do 
the probing. Most diplomats 
thought this was but the first 
step to outright negotiations— 
with or without the participation 
of French President Charles 
de Gaulle. 


The second question was | 
whether to back United Nations 
Secretary General U Thant’s ac- 
tion in The Congo. The United 
States already had taken the de- 
cision to back Thant, knowing 
this decision would be unpopular 
with Britain, France and Bel- 


gium, which have financial inter- 
ests in the break-away province 
of Katanga. 

WHAT AMERICAN diplomats 
were not quite prepared for were 
the moves of British Prime Min 
ister Harold Macmillan. 


Weeks ago, Britain had agreed 
help in the U.N. effort to 
achieve conditions under which 
a peaceful solution of The Con- 
go troubles might be possible. 
[he immediate problem was to 
secure the U.N. force against 
attacks by the forces nominally 
under the Katanga leader, Moise 


to 


Tshombe, but in fact led by 
white mercenaries 

The United States provided 
transport planes, so that the 


U.N. force could be moved from 
place to place as needed. India 
provided troops and its own 
British-made military planes. 
Britain agreed to supply bombs 
for the Indian planes. 

Faced with political opposition 
by the right wing of his own 
Conservative party, Prime Minis- 
ter Macmillan at first agreed to 
provide the bombs under certain 
conditions. Then, after Thant 
had agreed to those conditions, 
he still did not supply the bombs 

Finally, Macmillan went be- 
fore the British Parliament, an- 
nounced he had demanded a 
cease-fire in The Congo, and in- 
dicated that on 
his initiative 

Thant had sent 

two-aids to The 
Congo as “at 
least a hopetul 
first reply to 
our proposals,” 

The fact was 
that Thant had 
announced he 
was sending his 
aids, the Amer- 
ican Ralph 


Bunche 
Bunche and the Ghanian Robert 


to The Congo more 
than a week before Macmillan 
had mentioned his proposals. 

Simultaneously with Macmil- 
lan’s maneuver came an appeal 
by Tshombe to President Ken- 
nedy, asking the President to 
help arrange a cease-fire. 


Both American diplomats and 
United Nations officials wanted 
a cease fire as soon as possible. 
The.issue, however, was wheth- 
er a cease fire would leave 
Tshombe with his white-mer- 
cenary force intact, or if the 
United Nations would be able 
to implement Security Council 
demands that the mercenaries 
he arrested or deported. With 
the mercenaries out of the pic- 
ture, it was believed Tshombe’'s 
revolt could be ended by nego- 
tiations with the central govern- 
ment in Leopoldville 

President Kennedy, in effect, 
referred the question to United 
States Ambassador Edmund Gul- 
lion in Leopoldville. Gullion’s in- 
structions were aimed at obtain- 
ing a genéral settlement, rather 
than a cease-fire 


By this action President Ken- 
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continuing to back Thant’s U.N. 
action in Katanga. That action 
continued 

Gullion, Bunche and. Gardiner 
—who had been in close consul- 
tation—continued their efforts to 
bring Katanga back under the 
control of the central govern- 
ment at Leopoldville. Congo Pre- 
mier Cyrille Adoula was willing 
to negotiate an end to the Ka- 
tanga secession, if Tshombe was 
ready for such negotiations.

“With 
a united Africa we believe that 
not only will the danger of con- 
flict on our continent be avoided 
but also we should be strength- 
ened in the battle against pov- 
erty, against disease and against 
ignorance.” 


THE DEBATE on the repre- 
sentation of China was conclud- 
ed in the General Assembly this 
week. It left the Chinese seat 
under the control of Chiang Kai- 


'shek, the military ruler of For- 


mosa. Mainland China, under 
the control of the Communist 
government in Peiping, still is 
unrepresented in the U.N. 

After more than 50 speeches, 
no one was able to suggest how 
Peiping could come into the U.N, 
without throwing Formosa out. 
Both Chiang and the Commu- 
nists claim to represent all of 
China, including Formosa and 
the mainland 

The formula adopted by the 
General Assembly was suggest- 
ed by the United States. Chinese 
representation, by decision of the 
Assembly, was declared to be an 
issue requiring a two-thirds vote 
for determination. So far, per- 
haps more than half, but not 
‘two-thirds of the nations in the 
U.N. are in favor of a seat for 
Red China. 


' PRESIDENT KENNEDY was 
spending the week-end in Latin 
America.

On New Words and New Meanings

In appraisals of Webster’s Third New 
International Dictionary (W-III), several 
reviewers, including one in the Saturday 


Review. have exhorted us to hold on to 
our 1937 edition (W-ll). This advice has 
been editorially echoed—predictably—by 


the New York Times, and—astounding! y— 
by Life magazine. 
A lan ge 


of English, 


Or even a native speaker 
who has been taught formal 
Easlish and has held his reading to the 
classical works in the tongue, would have 
a hard time understanding a!!] of almost 


any article in any issue of the Saturday 
Review. the New York Times or Life, 
and his 1937 Webster's would be of little 


help to him on the very words that would 
puzzle him most. Those are the familiar 
ords that have acquired new meanings 
or functions through having been gradu- 
ally warped in quasi-literary use by the 
very wrPiters, who are now lambasting 
the new dictionary for recording the re- 
sults of their handiwork. 
THE AUTHORS of the two critical 
editorials make it quite clear that they 
have an egregious misconception of what 
the purpose of a dictionary is. They 
have obviously not compared the two dic- 
tionaries on their handling of some of 
current writer's most indespensable 
words—for example, of purportedly, am- 
biance, expertise, enhance, inchoate and 
prototype. 

They choose, in short, to disregard the 
problems of the readers of their own pub- 
lications, who have a right to expect their 
dictiqnary to give them the actual mean- 
ings Of the words they encounter in their 
daily reading. They ignore the dictionary’s 
remarkable achievement in this area and 
seemingly are miffed because it does not

support. them in a few of their own pe- 
culiar and baseless prejudices 
Roth editorials charge the dictiona 

with being “permissive,’’ and both specifi- 
cally object to the notion,.that words 
should be defined and labeléd according 
to the way they are actually used. How do 
+} 


ey suppose it ever came about that 


‘‘has.”’ to mention only one of our common 
words not used by Shakespeare, ever re- 
placed ‘‘hath’’ as the third-person singular 


of ‘“have’’? Wasn't it permissive 
of early lexicographers to accept a worc 
that the ignorant masses used in prefer- 
ence to a word that Shakespeare pre- 
ferred? 

The most inexcusable error of these crit- 
cs, however, springs not from their preju- 
dices about words, which are endemic in 
the human race, but from their failing to 
do the most elementary kind of research. 
Both editorial writers give us the evidence 
in cold print that they have no idea as to 
what is really printed between the covers 
of the old dictionary that they profess to 
treasure and use as a guide 

They both compose paragraphs to show 
the horrors of what could pass as standard 
English if the new dictionary were used 
as a guide, without trying one with ap- 
proved words from the old, and without 
even checking the words’ they did use 
against the old “authority.” 
‘‘FINALIZE’’ for example appears 
in both horrible examples, but W-II de- 
fines ‘‘-ize” in a way that would make 
‘finalize’ legitimate, and, though it does 
not include that specific word, it gives 
the less ingratiating ‘‘filmize’’ (‘‘to make a 
motion-picture film of’) near the place 
where you would expect to find the other. 

Then the Life editorial objects specifi- 


terribly 


cally to W-III’s inclusion of “‘irregard- 
less,’ to its giving ‘“‘enormousness”’ as a 
synonym of ‘‘enormity,” of “as” as a 


synonym for ‘‘like’’ and of the pronuncia- 
tion ‘“‘heighth’” as a dialect variant of 
“height.” 

An attack on W-III’s handling of these 
points that would glorify W-II is certainly 
careless on a page that supposedly is han- 
dling facts with care. How else explain 
the failure to inform us that “irregard- 
less” is in both editions, labeled ‘“‘erro- 
neous or humorous” in the old and ‘‘non- 
standard’ in the new; that the same pro- 
nunciation of* ‘height,’ with the spelling 
“highth,”” is given in the old without the 
disparaging label the new appends; and 
that “hugeness” and “immensity” are

Then there would 
at least be a consensus somewhere. The 
editors of the Saturday Review and the 
New York Times could manage that with 
just a few hours of intensive application.

They include three’ “likes” for ‘‘as’’ 
before partial clauses; three non-words 
(heister, low-key, boyfriend); one archa- 
ism (erstwhile): five slang words (fussing, 
jinx-plagued, stash, kicked out, whiz); 
three djalect or regional terms (maverick, 
raise—for rear, douse); three colloqvial- 
isms (globe-trotting, comeuppance, grown- 
up); and four old words in unapproved 
meanings: liquidate (a person); sleazy (of 
an idea); faceless (of people); and cliche 
(of an act). 

As usual, these words were much more 
frequent, much more inseparable from 
their contexts, and much less easy to 
guess the meaning of than the kinds of 


really new words (megaton and techno- 


crat) that were in the same issue of Life. 

These last named words are the kinds 
that the editorialists praised the new dic- 
tiqnary for including. But that only shows 
that they don’t know what the’ real prob- 
lems of dictionary editors are, nor what 
a good dictionary should be,

In reaching its decision in the 
Phillips case, which had been 
pending ever since the Supreme 
Court ruling, the FPC used the 
conventional utility method of 
regulation, weighing cost of serv- 
ice plus a fair return in setting 
rates. At the same time, the 
commission issued a landmark 
policy statement, rejecting the 
utility method as the sole deter- 
mination henceforth 

Instead, the commission set up 
guideline prices for natural gas 
in specific gas-producing areas, 
one price for all new sales of 
gas, another for price increases 
under existing contracts. In the 
future, the FPC said, it would 
not authorize new sales of gas at 
rates higher than the area price 
and would suspend increases 
under existing contracts if they 
exceeded the area price. 

Swidier, considered a defender 
of consumer interests, disturbed 
many consumer representatives 
when he appeared before the In- 
dependent Natural Gas Associ- 
ation last Sept. 19, onlv 19 days 
after becoming FPC chairman 
and indorsed the area-price sys- 
tem as ‘‘a promising adminis- 
trative innovation which should 
be pushed forward with all dis- 
patch and vigor.”

gas producer, Swidler said, can- 


not be expected to risk his money 


seeking new supplies of gas, at 
the pace required by the national 
interest, if he is given no more 
than the rate of return permitted 
conventional utilities, with their 
protected and largely risk-free 
investments. 

He emphasized, however, that 
area prices, to be an effective 
form of regulation, must be ceil- 
ings, not floors 

[his has been one of the prin- 
cipal concerns of public utility 
commissions and municipalit 
in gas-consuming states and wn er 


) gas companies which depend on. 
pipeline firms for their supplies. 
They foresee further sharp in- 
creases in natural gas- prices if 
the area rates work out to be 
minimums rather than makxi- 


mums. 

The consumer states are wor- 
ried also about the apparent re- 
jection, in the original FPC 
statement, of production costs 4s 
a regulative factor. They con 
tend that the FPC in the past did 
an inadequate job to begin with 
in determining cost of service 
and that, as a result, gas prices 
today may be unjustifiably high 
in many cases. 

In 1949, the weighted averaze 
price of natural gas sold to inter- 
state pipelines was 6.3 cents per 
thousand cubic feet, consumer 
groups point out. The average 
today is about 16.3 cents. The 
significance of these figures is 
seen in Swidier’s estimate that 
a difference of one cent a thou- 
sand cubic feet is equal to $150,- 
000,000 a year, borne largely by 
the consumer, 

The guideline area prices set 
last year are subject to chance 
in subsequent area-by-area rate 
nroceedings, two of which are 
underway. 

SWIDLER told the Post-Dis- 
patch he believes his position 
on cost of service as a factor 
in setting area prices has been 
misundersteod. No final area 
rate will be fixed without taking 
into consideration the cost of 
producing gas in the area, he ex- 
plained. 

Whether the new formula will 
speed up the disposition of rate 
cases remains to be seen. Swid- 
ler believes that it will, and the 
FPC staff estimates that, when 
the two big area proceedings are 
completed and prices set, this 
will dispose of about a third of 
the backlog. Swidler acknow!l- 
edged, however, that the first 
two proceedings will take up to 
two years to complete, with 
court tests after that a virtual 
certainty.

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 16 (AP) 
—Pope John XXIII called on re- 
sponsible leaders today to re- 


establish peace in The Congo. 

The pontiff’s plea was consid- 
ered to be a response to re- 
quests from Belgium and Ka- 
tanga’s President MoiseTshombe 
for the Pope's intervention in 
the Congo conflict. 

Pope John said: 

“We turn to all who can and 
should, with disinterested coun- 
sel, objective information and 
the light of right, co-operate to 
establish peace in that country, 
to prepare tranquil and serene 
days for all. 

“This is the most fervent 
prayer that we elevate to al- 
mighty God through the inter- 
cession of His celestial mother.”’ 

The pontiff urged all men of 
good will to join him in this 
prayer. 

Pope John described the con- 
flict in The Congo as “an evil 
that flays our soul.” 

The pontiff spoke about The 
Congo in two general audiences 
he held today. He reserved his

DROP IN TLLNESSE9 


Respiratory illnesses in the 
city school system seemed on the 
decline at the end of the week 
but were still ‘far above nor- 
mal,”” R. M. Inbody, assistant 
superintendent in charge of sec- 
ondary education, 
day. 

About 20 per cent of the city’s 
high school students were absent 
Friday, as compared with 25 per 
cent the previous day, Inbody 
said. Absenteeism in the ele- 
mentary grades was slightly un- 
der 20 per cent Friday, he added. 

Southwest High School re- 
ported 31 per cent of its students 
absent Friday, Cleveland High 
School, 30 per cent, and Roose- 
velt High School, 30 per cent, In- 
body said. 

In spite of the unusually high 
absenteeism in these three 
schools and others, ‘‘we think 
that the rate of the illnesses may 
continue to drop in the coming 
school week,” Inbody _ said. 
‘These illnesses seem to run 
their course in two or three 
days,” he added. 

County Schools. 

Normal absenteeism in St. 
Louis schools at this time of the 
year is about 7 to 8 per cent, In- 
body said. 

A survey of school districts in 
all parts of St. Louis county 
showed high rates of absenteeism 
prevailing at the end of the week. 

In the Lindbergh School Dis- 
trict, about 20 per cent of the 
students were absent at the end 
of the week. However, Noah 
Gray, superintendent, said that 
attendance was higher las week 
than in the previous week. 

Hardest hit by the wave of 
respiratory illnesses in the Lind- 
bergh district was the high 
school, Gray said. 

“Attendance at the end of the 
week was increasing, and we are 
hopeful that the peak of illnesses 
has been passed,”’ he added. 

Affton District. 

In the Affton School District, 
about 25 per cent of the high 
school students were absent at 
the end of the week. The usual 
rate of absenteeism at this time 
of the year is not over 5 per 
cent, C. J. Mesnier, superin- 
tendent of the district, said yes- 
terday. 

He added that the absenteeism 
rate in the Ninth Grade Center 
was about 27 per cent and was 
about 23 per cent in the ele- 
mentary grades. 

“e think these respiratory ill- 
messes have run their course in 
our schools,”’ Robert S. Gil- 
christ, superintendent of Univer- 
sity City schools, said. He added 
that more students were absent 
10 days ago than in the past 
week. 

About 14 per cent of the stu- 
dents in the entire school sys- 
tem were absent in the past 
week, Gilchrist sair. This was 
about twice the normal rate of 
absenteeism. 

Officials of the Parkway Con- 
solidateh School District believe 
the peak of the illnesses was 
passen last Tuesday, C. W.

Warns Cities 
To Act on 
Slum Work 


By EDWARD COWAN . 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (UPI) — 
William L. Slayton, head of the 
government’s slum clearance 
and reconstruction program, has 
warned city fathers that they, 
not Washington, bear the pn- 
mary responsibility for making 
the program work. 


Slayton’s agency, the Urban 
Renewal Administration, is to 
spend $222,000,000 this year, 
most of it in grants to cities 
which are tearjng down slums 
and undesirable commercial 
buildings ‘and replacing them 


with housing, business facilities, 
public buildings and occasionally 
recreational facilities. 

If a city seeks and qualifies 
for a subsidy, the Urban Re- 
newal Administration pays two- 
thirds (sometimes three-fourths) 
of the net cost of the project. 
This is a boon to the cities which 
find potential expenditures ex- 
ceed income. 

Slayton is afraid that the dol- 
lars and technical assistance his 
agency provides may tend to 
make local officials and _ busi- 
nessmen complacent about what 
they themselves must do°to re- 
make their communities. 

Local Problem. 

“It is all too easy to-talk of 
Federal assistance in dealing 
with the problems of cities,” 
Slayton told the International 
City Managers Conference in 
Miami Beach. (He himself has 
been a city official and he has 
worked with them in many cities 
as.a consultant). 

“The Federal Government can 
and does provide assistance, but 
the real responsibility lies — 
where it must lie—in the hands 
of the people of the cities and 
their elected and appointed of- 
ficials. 

‘The initiative in seeking Fed- 
eral assistance and the basic 
decisions must come from the 
locality. The. Federal Govern- 
ment may assist, but the vitality 
of decision-making and of oper- 
ations must come from the peo- 
ple of the community.” 

Speaking to the White House 
Regional Conference in San 
Francisco, Slayton said, “‘it will 
be up to the cities to make the 
major moves—to take advantage 
of the broad range of aids avail- 
able to solve the variety of 
urban problems — deteriorated 
neighborhoods, inefficient com- 
mercial and industrial areas.

Tree Removal 
Job for Reliable 
Timber Men 

When a large home-grounds 
tree is ready to he cut, only the 
most adroit timber jockeys 


should be permitted to take it 
down. A giant tree marked for 
removal in city or suburb is a 
major headache. More often 
than not, it has to come down 
piece by piece from the top. Mis- 
calculation can mean peril for 
persons and probable damage 
to sidewalks, driveways, land- 
scaping and flower beds, and the 
owner's and neighbors’ houses. 

R. L. Smith, field representa- 
tive of the Davey Tree Expert 
Co., warns selecting the most 
responsible people to handle the 
removal is a must for the home- 
owner. Before signing any con- 
tract, he should insist on two 
important conditions: 

1. The firm should produce evi- 
dence of proper insurance cover- 
age including full responsibility 
for its employes and adequate 
public liability and property 
damage. 

2. The contract should include 
complete tree disposal. 

If the contractor has no insur- 
ance coverage, the tree owner 
may be liable for injuries to the 
crew and passersby as well as 
for damages to .his own and 
neighboring properties. Even if 
all goes well, ignoring point two 
can mean the owner may have 
to pay much more than he 
agreed to originally. 

Don’t count on converting your 
tree into lumber, Saw mills won't 
cut city timber. into lumber for 
fear of ruining expensive equip- 
ment on nails, cables, cement 
fillings or other imbedded for- 
eign materials. 

Some trees are worth salvag- 
ing for firewood. Among the 
best are oak, sugar maple, apple 
and beach; but elm, silver maple, 
cottonwood and many others are 
acceptable if properly dried. The 
arborist probably can be pre- 
vailed upon to cut the tree into 
sma!l pieces with his power saw. 
However, splitting this down is 
a real job for the. owner—ofteg 
a bigger task than he wants.

Because, while the alcohol and tranquilizers have 
an effect on different parts of the brain, the combined 
effect dulls co-ordination and reasoning. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: True or false: Shaving causes a 
more rapid growth of hair? J. A, 


False. If it were true, men who don’t shave 
wouldn’t have such luxurious beards. And people who 
are getting bald could shave their heads to encour- 
age hair growth. 


» DEAR DR. MOLNER: I recovered from malnutrition a 

year ago. My eyes still look watery and unnatural. Could it 

be that some tissues had been destroyed permanently?

Most tissues recover quite readily from the 
ravages of undernourishment, but in severe cases a 
form of neuritis—that is, a damage to the nerve net- 
work-——may result because of vitamin deficiencies, I 
would not be alarmed but I would be patient, assuming 
that proper nutrition has been restored. 


>» DEAR DR. MOLNER: | have a lump in the breast which 
appears to be a cyst. Assuming that it is rion-malignant, can 
it in itself be harmful? I do not wish to have surgery, even 
for removal of the cyst to be analyzed. MRS. E. C, 


Sorry, but I can’t go along with your views. 
Assuming that the cyst is non-malignant leaves you 
on shaky ground. Your surgeon may have a good idea 
in advance as to whether the lump is just a cyst, but 
there’s a difference between being pretty sure and 
positive. I vote for being positive. 

Removal of the cyst for biopsy (testing to see 
whether it is malignant) requires only a small incision 
and the resulting deformity, if you want to use such 
a term, is almost zero. So have it removed. (A cyst 
can become infected, or simply enlarge until it be- 


comes painful, so you should shed no tears over being 
rid of it.) 


» DEAR DR. MOLNER: Are coffee and tea stimulants or 
depressants? Would you class them as harmful? J. F. 


Stimulants, That’s why some people have difficulty 
sleeping after drinking either one. But they are mild 
stimulants—and that’s why other people don’t have 
trouble sleeping. No, I wouldn’t regard them as harm- 
ful in moderate amounts. |

MRS. AMERICA is

A study of America’s gift-buv- 
ing habits finds that women are 
hoping for a fur coat or other 
fur piece, preferably mink, in 
their Christmas, stockings. The 
study shows also that men are 
checking feminine gift wants, 
because one out of every five 
women expects to get her most 
wanted present. 

The research is part of a con- 
tinuing series on the American 
gift market, done by an inde- 
pendent research firm for the 
Chicago Printed String Co., man- 
ufacturers of gift wrappings. 

The researchers’ report is 
based on 250 telephone interviews 
with husbands in five major 
market areas—Chicago, Philadel- 
phia, Los Angeles, Dallas and 
Atlanta. The studies were made 
among middle to upper income 
groups, on a random sampling. 

Average age of the husbands 
interviewed was 42 years; aver- 
age family income, $7200 yearly, 
and average family size, 3.6 per- 
sons. The 1961 average that each 
family. will spend on Christmas 
is $161. 

Their study concluded that the 
average husband gives his wife 
between two and three presents 
each Christmas for a total cost 
of $32; that one in every six 
husbands generously doles out 
more than $100 for his wife’s 
wishes; and . nearly 40 per

Big Night

LONDON, Dec. 16. 


ONE OF THE best ways to 
save money for Christmas in 
England is to give a certain sum 
every week to your local pub- 
keeper, who puts it away for 
you until the end of the year 
in what is called a Mutual Loan 
Society, or what Americans 
would call a Wet Christmas Club. 

You can deposit anything from 
a half crown to five pounds a 
week into the “‘society”’ and then 
add two bob a week for what is 
called a booze fund. Two weeks 
before Christmas you get your 
money plus about 4 per cent in- 
terest and a credit for booze 
which you can buy in bottles to 
take home. During the year if 
you get thirsty in the pub you 
can borrow from the fund to see 
you through 

The advantages to the pub- 
keeper are obvious. He gets to 
see his customers once a week, 
at least, for the deposit, and he 
also makes some profit on the 
booze. The advantages to the 
customer are even more obvious. 
It's much more fun to save your 
money in a pub than it is in a 
bank or postoffice and besides 
in England people trust their 
pub-keepers more than they do 
their postoffice

pub, “The Heroes of Almo”’ in 
St. John’s Wood, for what is 
known as pay-out night. This is 
the night when all the members 
of the club receive their year’s 
savings and it’s a gala occasion 
indeed, the biggest night of the 
year for the pub-owners next to 
New Year's eve. Everyone gets 
very dressed up and free sand- 
wiches and pickled onions are 
passed around, while the mem- 
bers buy each other drinks and 
congratulate themselves on how 
farsighted they were in saving 
their money for the holiday sea- 
son. 


Although we weren't a mem- 
ber of the Christmas Club, we 
were accepted as one of them 
and it was a touching evening. 
Mrs. Reilly, the owner, had

Elderly Need Exercise 


EVERY FEW MONTHS I'm jolted to a new appreciation 
of the fact that you must expend energy to create energy. On 
@ recent weekend I was at a hotel in the Adirondacks, where 
three days of unrelenting rain kept guests frustrated and 
indoors. By the middle of the third day I felt fatigued and 
flabby. I knew I needed exercise. 


» THEN THE TELEPHONE RANG and a couple I'd met in 
the dining room invited me to put on my raincoat and join 
them for a three-mile hike around the lake. They talked me 
into it and to my astonishment the exercise sparked new 
sources of energy. I felt so good by the time we circum 
navigated the lake that I was ready to try it again. 


» IT GOT ME TO THINKING how easy it must be for older 
people to become invalids. Without their jobs to spur them 
into daily activi ity they tend to lie around the house. And the 
longer they rest the more they rust. The mere thought of 
exercise becomes anathema to them so they take to their 
rockers or beds and wail that they don’t feel well enough to 
get around anymore. Soon their inactivity leads to actual 
atrophy of muscles, sluggish blood circulation, susceptibility 
to disease, and eventual invalidism. 

As a result of that weekend’s experience, I’m more con- 
vinced than ever that we must push, prod, and persuade our- 
selves into getting a daily ration of exercise—whether we like

“TAKE THE FROGMEN down 
to the hold,” the British skipper 
roared. 

Sailors hustled the Italian pris- 
oner down into the bowels of 
the battleship Valiant moored in 
Alexandria, Egypt. Locked in, 
Lt. Luigi Durand de la Penne 
started counting the minutes left 
in his life. 

He well knew what the British 
skipper had tried desperately to 
find out. De la Penne had rid- 
den a “human torpedo” into the 
British harbor and planted a 
time bomb below the 32,00-ton 
warship. 

At this very moment, two more 
“human torpedoes” glided 
through the murky waters of the 
naval base toward the battleship 
Queen Elizabeth—the only other 
Allied battlewagon in the Medi- 
terranean—and a tanker. 

It was Dec. 18, 1941, the night 
a half dozen brave men carried 
out what was perhaps the Ital- 
ians’ most daring naval ma- 
neuver of World War II. If they 
succeeded, Frogmen De la 
Penne, Emile Bianchi, Spartaco 
Schergat. Antonio Marceglia, 
Mario Marino and Vincenzo Mar- 
tellotta would singlehandedly tip 
the power scales in the Medi- 
terranean. 

Minutes flew by. Down in the 
hold, De la Penne knew escape 
was impossible. Would he be 
blown to bits? Would death 
come by drowning? In the last 
seconds, there was nothing to do 
but wait...

Lights went out. The deck came 
up to crush him.

A quarter of a mile away, 
giant expiosions ripped the 
Queen Elizabeth and a tanker. 
Three British ships totaling 
some 80,000 tons were put out 
of action by six men. 


There were two ironic sequels 
to the raid. 


By pre-arrangement, the sub 
Saffiro waited for the frogmen 
off the Egyptian coast a few 
days later. But no one reached 
the sub. The British captured 
the other four frogmen raiders, 
too. 


Since no frogmen escaped to 
report their success, the British 
cleverly camouflaged the dam- 
age to the ships, listing in shal- 
low water. To add to the illusion 
the raid was a failure, they held 
an official state ceremony 
aboard the Queen Elizabeth as if 
nothing had happened. 


Italian planes took reconnais- 
sance photos from 30,000 feet 
The photos reportedly showed 
the Queen Elizabeth with a list 
and the Valiant down by the 
bow. Although Pontoons and 
auxiliary craft were alongside 
the two batUlewagons — signifi- 
cant evidence of repair work to 
an expert — Mussolini was not 
impressed by the pictures and 
said he could see no damage. 
Over the protests of. his navy 
secretary, the supreme moment 
was allowed to pass. The Italian 
fleet never took advantage of its 
frogmen’s success. The battle- 
ships were repaired and went 
back on duty. 

The second sequel took place 
after Italy fell. De La Penne re- 
ceived a postwar gold medal of 
honor, his country’s highest 
combat decoration. Among those 
present was Capt. Morgan, who 
expressed his professional ad- 
miration for all Italian assault 
craft crews who he said had 
served their country with per- 
sonal integrity and heroism. 

When De La Penne’s citation 
was read, Morgan stepped for- 
vard and helped pin the medal 
on the breast of the man who 
had blown a hole in his ship

the very one O’Connor cheated. 

It lies dismantled, gathering 
dust, in an engineroom of the 
Cook county jail, having been 
taken down in 1934 to make 
room for a playground. It has 
been passed along from warden 
to warden like some grim heir- 
loom no one particularly wants, 
or knows how to discard. 

Largely, this is because of 
the notion that it is necessary 
if the letter of the law is to be 
followed. And it’s based on the 
assumption that O’Connor may 
be alive. O’Connor would be 70 
today. 

The police are not beating the 
bushes for him. But occasionally 
there are reports—from Arizona 
to Minnesota—that he has turned 
up. None has checked out. But 
officially, the case is still open 

The last time O’Connor was 
seen was Sunday, Dec. 11, 1921, 
shortly after 9 a.m., on his way 
out of the old Cook County jail 
at Hubbard and Dearborn 
That was four days be- 
fore he was to hang for killing 


streets. 


Police Sgt. Patrick J, O'Neill. 
The escape raised a ruckus. 
Four men started out with him 


|after he poked a pistol at a 


guard. One man turned back 
and another broke a leg falling 
off the prison wall. O'Connor 
commandeered and then aban- 
doned three cars, and finally got 
away in a fourth. 

DESPITE all the commotion, 
no alarm was raised until more 
than three hours after the es- 
cape. There were charges of 
bribes to guards, and one guard 
actually went to trial, but was 
acquitted, 

Meanwhile, O’Connor vanished. 
His success at remaining undis- 
covered is remarkable consider- 
ing his physical condition, habits 
and dull wit. He never made a 
big ‘‘score,” so he _ probably 
didn’t have much money. He 
had lung and kidney trouble. He 
was a drinker and he used dope. 
He had been shot and cut and 
beaten.

What would happen if O’Con- 
nor showed up today? 

“He was sentenced to be 
hanged,”’ says Assistant State’s 
Attorney Edward J. Egan.

WARDEN JACK JOHNSON 
says he has no official document 
about the gallows. ‘“‘That has 
been one of those things passed 
from warden to warden,” he 
says.

It was one 
of those offhand things, like “The 
O’Connor gallows is in the shed’.

| He ascribes this partly to dict, 

partly to an atmosphere of af- 
fection and good humor. “We 
believe that quarreling and 
bickering affect the health,” he 
said. 

When people who join 
group do not seem to catch the 
spirit, they are given a yes-or- 
no questionnaire containing 40 
questions. Examples: “Do you 
feel things wrong are always 
someone else's fault?” “Do you 
see mostly faults in other peo- 
ple?"’ Anyone who answers yes 
to 10 per cent of the questions 
is considered someone to worry 
about. “If they don’t improve,” 
Kilgore said, “they are called 
before the board and talked to. 
I'll admit it takes some new- 
comers six to eight months to 
adjust.”’ 

For the Sons of Levi, the 
days begin at 4 a.m. when a 
bell outside the dining hall 
awakens them. There is morn- 
ing prayer until § o'clock. 
From 5 until 5:15 they get 
washed and ready for 5:30 
breakfast. Breakfast lasts for 
an hour and a half during 
which three men take turns 
reading from the Bible and the 
women sing three or four 
hymns. 

After breakfast the men go to 
one room and the women to 
another to prepare the day's 
work schedule. At this time of 
year the men are cutting wood, 
keeping two trucks hauling wood 
all day. The women handle the 
washing, mending, cleaning and 
rug weaving, taking turns at 
everything. 

We went out to watch the men 
cutting firewood. Suddenly the 
saw was turned off and one of 
the men said, “Time for a sing.” 
They gathered around the saw 
and began singing hymns. “They 
do this twice a day,”’ Kilgore ex- 
plained, ‘‘in the middle of the 
morning and the middle of the 
afternoon. The women do the 
same."’ After two hymns, work 


The Sons of Levi now are 
virtually self-sufficient. They 
preserve, can-and dry enough 
food to see them through the win- 


ter. They have a cobbler’s shop, | 


a blacksmith shop and a well- 
equipped machine shop. They 
have a sorghum mill, grainerv, 
poultry house, stock barns and 20 
hives of bees. A laundry con- 
sists of six old electric washers 
with hand wringers and separate 
rinse tubs 

One of the womeén’'s duties is 
to fill lunch boxes for the 16 
children who go to school. A 
bus picks up the children and 
takes them to the Ava public 
school. Other youngsters gave 
them a bad time for a while, but 
the good nature and friendly at- 
titude of the Levite youngsters 


and seem to thrive on | 


the | 


seem to have won them general 
acceptance. 

The Levites’ charter as a non- 
profit, religious organization 
makes them tax-exempt. But 
they pay taxes anyway. The 
youngsters afe getting a public 
school education, and to pay no 
taxes would be taking advantage 
of the neighbors, Kilgore ex- 
plained. 

The Sons of Levi want to live 
in peace, he continued, but they 
are not pacificts or conscientious 
objectors. Their by-laws say they 
will not take up arms except in 
self-defense or in defense of 
their country. Three of Kilgore’s 
sofs served in the armed forces, 
all returning to the colony. 
There are now four young men 
of the colony in the Army. Only 
one member ever refused to 
serve. He spent a year in prison, 
then came back. 

The line of authority starts 
with Kilgore, who as president 
has two counselors. Below him 
is a bishop, with his two 
counselors. The latter serve as 
a sort of lower house. Problems 
they can’t solve they refer to 
Kilgore and his counselors. 

Anyone is welcome to join the 
Sons of Levi. All he has to do is 
dispose of his property and turn 
over the proceeds. For the pro- 
tection of a convert, his assets 
are held in trust for a year and 
a month. If he changes his mind 
during this period, he may with- 
draw and take his assets with 
him 

“We know this life is not for 
everybody,”’ Kilgore said. ‘‘Peo- 
ple can change their minds.” 

Kilgore believes the end of the 
world is fast approaching. As to 
how long it will be before the 
trumpet sounds, he reminds you 
of the Lord’s admonition that it 
is not for any man to know the 
day or the hour. But when the 
time comes, the Sons of Levi 
mean to be ready

A group of investigators using 
cameras and tape recorders 
speat many hours visiting high 
crime areas to obtain pictorial 
documentation of Pittman’s 
findings. He found that social in 
stability resulting from exten- 
sive shifts and dislocation of 
population was a major cause 
of the St. Louis ‘“‘crime ex- 
plosion.”

 pormomeny next semester the St. Louis 

public schools will introduce a 
seven-part physical fitness test for the 
primary grades, one through three. 
Parents will receive reports on status 
of their children. 

The’ new program, .believed to be 
unique in the nation, will be explained 
to parents at meetings in January. In 
the last four years more than 100 
teachers specially trained in physical 
education have been added to St. 
Louis’ elementary schools. This puts 
the work in skilled hands, and takes 
a burden off the regular classroom 
teacher. 

The physical fitness — or unfitness 
—of children in the United States is a 
matter of national concern today. The 
President's Council on Youth Fitness 
has just reported that half the 200,000 
school children who took part in a pilot 
program flunked minimum standard 
tests. A more comprehensive test 
turned out even more dismally, 90 per 
cent failing. In urging better school 
programs, President Kennedy said 
young people are fundamentally 
healthier than the youth of any previ- 
ous generation, but most have not de- 
veloped strong, agile bodies. He spoke 
of the softening process of American 
civilization. 

Like other Americans, the ma- 
jority of children live in a push-button 
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Category of exercises known as rhythms, 
normally done to music, includes danc- 
ing, ball-balancing and rope-skipping as 
well as imitative exercises. Above and 
at right, teachers learn art of rope-skip- 
ping.

world, a world of automobiles and 
automation. Neither most of them nor 
their parents do much walking. They 
ride to and from ‘school, guarded 
jealously against rain, sleet, snow, 
traffic and physical activity. The 
chores that boys used to do around the 
house —chopping wood for the stove, 
cutting kindling, firing the coal furnace 
—mostly have faded into history. 

“Comparisons of the fitness ratings 
of children show that the average 
American boy or girl is not as physical- 
ly fit as a member of the same age 
group in many other countries,” said 
Abraham Ribicoff, Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare, in an address 
this year to the National Council of the 
Boy Scouts. Why is this? Secretary 
Ribicoff, who presumably spoke in 
the light of competent medical advice, 
said it was due in most instances to the 
virtual elimination of adequate exer- 
cise and muscular effort in daily life 
in this country. 

Louis Kittlaus Jr., director of physical 
education and recreation for the St. 
Louis public schools, expressed confi- 
dence the St. Louis program was mov- 
ing in the right direction to combat 
national shortcomings found by the 
President's Council. But he is not 
complacent. “All of us in physical 
education,” he said, “are battling for 
more time in the school day.”

This view is strongly supported by a 
wide-ranging exhibition—the Hall of 
Man—that opened at the Museum of 
Science and Natural History yesterday.

Famous-Barr Co. to the Academy of 
Science of St. Louis, the museum's gov- 
erning body. 

Integrated with the Hall of Man are 
an exhibit devoted to early man in Mis- 
souri, in which the prehistoric Indians of 
this region emerge as persons of artistic 
and intellectual merit, and Man’s World 
in Miniature—-an assemblage of 100 
tiny sculptures from the collection of 
J. Lionberger Davis. The miniatures span 
almost 3000 years of human develop- 
ment—30 centuries in which man has 
come to know and to conquer much of 
his world, and to aspire to the universe. 

The exhibition is in the museum's Nat- 
ural History building in Clayton’s Oak 
Knoll Park, at Big Bend and Clayton.

Coloratura Sutherland cos.

|' was the kind of night all performing artists dream 
about. Joan Sutherland, making her debut with the 
Metropolitan Opera, had hardly finished her brilliant 
coloratura rendition of the “Mad Scene” in Donizetti's 
“Lucia di Lammermoor” when the applause started. 
The sound thundered up from the orchestra seats, from 
the parterre boxes and dress circle and swelled into the 
far reaches of the upper balcony. 

Flushed and ecstatic, her long red hair cascading 
wildly over her shoulders, Sutherland ran through the 
parted curtains five times to smile, to wave, to bow in 
acknowledgment. On the sixth curtain call the audi- 
ence rose to its feet. Shrill, staccato cries of “bravo,” 
then yells and cheers punctuated the steady roar of 
clapping and the rhythmic boom of stamping feet. For 
12 minutes and ten curtain calls the audience paid hom- 
age to a new star. Veteran operagoers at the Met 
could recall no similar reception. 

The ovation stunned the 35-year-old Australian 
diva, who later said: “I never heard so much noise. It 
sounded more like a football game than an opera per- 
formance.” Fortunately, Sutherland was only momen- 
tarily disconcerted. She displays an equanimity con- 
sidered rare among prima donnas. 

Her success, of course, did not spring full-blown 
with her first appearance at the Met. Since 1952 she 
has been steadily acquiring a formidable reputation as 
a coloratura soprano — for seven years with the London 


opera at Covent Garden, then La Scala at Milan, the 
Opera in Paris, and in this country with opera com- 
panies at San Francisco, Dallas and Chicago. 

Sutherland is hailed by most critics as the greatest 
singing technician performing today. She is a master 
of bel canto, a florid style of virtuosic singing popular in 
18th century Italian opera. Her voice has been de 
scribed as one of extreme beauty, clear and full- 
throated but capable of extraordinary nuance. Her 
artistry is most spectacular in coloratura arias replete 
with runs, trills and rapid-scale passages where she 
can effortlessly ripple back and forth over 11 notes 
from a mellow A to high E flat. 

Until Sutherland was 18, her mother, a talented but 
non-professional mezzo-soprano, was her only music 
teacher. Her father, a Sydney tailor, died when she 
was 6. To help support the family, Joan left school 
when she was 16, worked as a stenographer. In 1950 
she won $2800 in a singing contest, used the money to 
go to London where she studied at the Royal College 
of Music, then got a $28-a-week job at Covent Garden 
singing small parts. 

In 1954 she married Richard Bonynge, a pianist she 
met in Sydney when she was 18 and he 14. He has 
stopped playing professionally to devote himself to 
coaching his wife and managing her business affairs. 
In January, he will be the conductor when his wife 
gives a European concert.

Fa sigue HAM that is sliced before baking and 
glazing is an innovation for easy holiday entertain- 
ing devised by John M. Samuel, meat manager for a Con- 
cord Village market. His method of preparing a boneless 
ham not only eliminates carving but also provides added 
flavor because the glaze flows between slices during 
baking. Fruit garnishes and cloves are arranged on top 
in same manner as on unsliced ham. 

A gourmet-type ham, boned and pre-cooked to 
shorten baking time, is cut into one-eighth-inch slices 
(same as for boiled ham). The slices are tied together 
with heavy string in shape of original ham. 

The glaze, made of brown sugat combined with 
orange and pineapple juices, is brushed over the ham 
after it is garnished with fruit and dotted with cloves. 
The glaze is also frequently brushed on during baking 
to form an even, light brown coating. From 45 to 60 min- 
utes are required to heat through and glaze the ham. 
Mandarin orange sections are best placed on ham toward 
end of baking so they retain color and shape. String is 
cut away as necessary during serving. 


INGREDIENTS 


One gourmet-type ham, ap- pineapple slices 
proximately nine to twelve FOR GARNISH: 
pounds Pineapple slices as desired 
FOR GLAZE: Mandarin orange slices as 
One cup brown sugar desired 
One-half cup fresh or frozen Red and green cherries to 
orange juice center pineapple slices’ - 
Part of juice drained from Whole cloves as needed

This Tennessee housewife staked out a claim in the Mississippi and tells... 


‘HOW | GOT AN ISLAND—FREE’ 
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MEMPHIS, TENN. 
gene THIS ISLAND, you see. 

In 1954, it didn’t exist. Then in 1955 it 
showed up on maps—a tiny pinprick of sand in a bend 
of the Mississippi 10 miles north of here. By 1958 
ofhcial aerial photos showed it was growing. In 1960, 
it sprouted willow trees. Today the island is a mile 


and a half long and 15 feet above low water 
genuine, tangible, brand-new parcel of real estate. 

Then there's this housewife. 

Her name is Dorothy Duncan Storer. She’s 37, the 
wife of a surgeon, mother of three children, bulwark 
of the PTA and a Sunday school teacher. For a long 
time, she had nursed a great dream that her family 
should own some land. 

This is the oddball story of how Dorothy Storer — 
practically over the dead bodies of half of Tennessee 
officialdom — came to be sole owner of the Mississippi's 
new island —and she got it free. 

It all began innocently enough, sometime last 
spring. Dorothy got to thinking about her urge for 
property. “All my life,” she recalls, “I’ve been a do- 
gooder and now I wanted to be a capitalist. There's a 
lot of barren, unused, useless land around, so I de- 
cided I'd try to find some of this non-productive land 
and develop it into something useful and productive. 

“I figured I could make some money out of it and

give people work, too. I thought maybe I'd grow pine 
trees on it, or something like that.” 

One day Dorothy was wistfully explaining her land 
hunger to a friend, John Spence. Spence immediately 
told her about the sport of Mississippi land-claiming. 

Islands, Dorothy learned, are always being formed 
and washed away in the broad Mississippi. Most of 
them, mere slivers of sand, don’t last long. But some 
accrete into “towheads”—sandbars with trees—and 
others grow into permanent pieces of real estate, which 
can be purchased, developed and used. The trick is to 
find one that is new and looks as though it might be 
around awhile, then to buy it or claim it. 


Exploring Old Maps 


This sounded exciting—‘“and intellectually inter- 
esting,” as Dorothy puts it. “The next day,” she recalls, 
“I set out for the U.S. Army Engineers’ office in West 
Memphis and went to their map room. I told them 
what I was doing. They gave me a pile of old and new 
maps and let me study them. 

“Right away I struck a prospect. It was an itty-bitty 
sandbar in the river between Mile 742 and 743— 
that’s the way they measure and locate things in the 
Mississippi. The actual geography of the island places 
it at 35 degrees, 17 minutes North Longitude; 90 
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degrees, 6 minutes West Latitude. It was obviously 
new. The only question was whether someone else had 
claimed it.” 

Dorothy bought a book of maps, a sheaf of aerial 
photos, 10 surveyors’ quadrangles, hired a lawyer. 
Almost immediately it became apparent she had stum- 
bled onto something. No one seemed to have claimed 
the island. She went back to the Engineers six times to 
re-check and even to the Engineers’ real estate office. 
There was no record. 

“For the first time,” she says, “my husband and 
children got real excited. Up to now, they had been 
tolerant of me, but now they all began to talk about it. 

“My daughter Susan, who’s 14, started on a science 
project to learn what might grow on such an island. 
Scott—he’s 8—decided we could raise minnows. We 
had long discussions about what to name the island.” 

When Dorothy found that the Army Engineers had 
built dikes on the east bank of the river opposite the 
island, shifting the main channel to the west, that 
was the deciding factor. It looked like the island— 
which was now under eight feet of water—might be 
protected in the future. 

“I didn’t know,” Dorothy recalls, “whether the 
island ever would appear again. Every morning when 
I woke I would ask how high the water was.” None- 


,

theless, she went ahead with plans. The island, as it 
turned out, is under water three months of the year. 

The problem now was to take title to the island. 
State laws and regulations regarding islands are a be- 
wildering jungle, she found. In Tennessee and Arkan- 
sas, title stays with the state. In Missouri, counties 
hold title. In Mississippi, private owners may own “any 
land that appears from the shore to the thread of the 
stream.” “Thread” is the deepest part of the channel. 

Dorothy was satished that, due to a shift in the river 
channel, both banks were in Tennessee, so that state 
owned the island. She immediately launched a cam- 
paign to claim the land. 

She started by writing the Tennessee administrator 
of property services and offering to pay $76 (a figure 
she arrived at simply by plucking it out of the air) 
for the island. After a few days, she got a letter back 
couched in tones usually reserved for addressing a 
child. Tennessee didn’t think it owned the island, the

administrator wrote, and therefore couldn't sell it. 

Then, Dorothy checked with local title companies. 
They could find no record of ownership of an island 10 
miles north of Memphis. 

Next she decided to establish her claim by paying 
Shelby County taxes on the land. The tax collector 
acted “like she was tetched.” If you don’t have a title, 
he reasoned, how can you get an assessment? So 
Dorothy wrote to the state again, asking for a quit 
claim, by which Tennessee would voluntarily sur 
render the property. This time a huffy letter came back 
saving in effect, “Couldn't you understand us the last 
time around?” 


Officials in Circles 


But these rebuffs only made Dorothy more de 
termined. “I wasn't going to give up just because all 
the officials were going around in circles,” she says. 
“Il heard about the old English common law that 
possession of. unclaimed property could be gained in 
seven years by the claimant's occupying it openly. | 
posted a notice on the Shelby County Court House 
bulletin board and sent out copies to the State Land 
Commission, county tax assessor, county trustees and 
U.S. Engineers.” 

Her notice read: 

“I wish it known that I, Dorothy D. Storer, having 
by my own efforts located a newly formed island in 
the Mississippi River ... which is above the mean 
low water and is clearly in the State of Tennessee . . 
having exhausted means open to ordinary citizens of 
limited means to purchase title from the State and 
County of Shelby, or to find a person paying taxes on 
said island, I hereby want it known that I plan to 
establish title by holding it publicly and notoriously 
and to use it for agriculture . . . If anyone knows good 
reason why I should not put Dorothy's Island to good 
use and pay the taxes that should be paid on it, let 
them speak now or forever hold their peace.” 

To date no one has spoken. 

Meanwhile, Dorothy and her family paid their 
first visit to the low-lying island. The whole family, 
except 14-year-old Susan, who preferred to go horse 
back-riding, piled into a borrowed aluminum skiff 
with outboard motor and chugged out into the river. 

“We just wanted to see whether it was really there,” 
Dorothy said. “I sat at the bow and looked at the maps. 


| didn't know if we could even find the island or what 
it looked like. | watched for landmarks while my hus 
band Ed steered. 

“The closer we got the more excited we were. 
it looked 
like part of the bank at first. But the closer we got, the

bigger it got and it had the right configuration. It 
was my island! 

“We felt like Christopher Columbus. We beached 
the boat, and mv husband jumped out. He got his 
feet wet. When I stepped on that sand, I guess I 
struck a pose and leaped high in the air with joy. My 
island, my own island! We really carried on. 

“We estimated that it was about 75 acres, but later 
found it was more. It was pretty barren with only one 
sycamore tree. The willows had washed away, but | 
didn't care. It was really there, not just something on 
a piece of paper.”

But Dorothy hasn't taken possession of the island 
without one last tussle with bureaucracy. After long 
and exhaustive conferences, the family decided to 
name the place “Dorothy's Island.” The new owner 
wrote to the Department. of Interior's Board of Geo 
graphic Names to register the name. She got back a 
legalistic reply which said no island could be named 
for a living person. At the suggestion of Scott, it be 
came “Island Dorty—it rhymes with Island Forty.” 
(Island Forty is a well-known Mississippi landmark. ) 

Now, with the red tape finally tied up, the family is 
busy making plans about what to do with the island. 


There's talk of using the island for farming or camp 


ing out. But Island Dorty’s new owner doesn’t always 
listen to these practical discussions. Instead, she gets 
a faraway look in her eyes. Why? Well, there's this 
other island in the Mississippi, you see, and it's .

T A TIME WHEN almost every woman wants to 

lose inches (below the waist, at least) it's 

difficult to believe that there are thousands of women 
who want to add a few. 

One man who became profitably aware of this fact 
a few years ago is Fred Mellinger, 47, founder of 
Frederick's of Hollywood,which specializes in a va- 
riety of padded girdles with such catch titles as 
Sitzappeal, Glad Paddy, Hidden Flattery, and The 
Living End. These padded foundation garments are 
meticulously engineered for the woman who doesn't 
have enough to go around her hip-line. She is a vic- 
tim of what Mellinger describes as “derriére defi- 
ciency.” 

Apparently there are thousands of such women, 
many of them Orientals—Mellinger receives a good 
portion of his orders from Hawaii and the Far East— 
who want to be rounded out in the right places. In a 
world where the girls are forever mascarading behind 
false eyelashes, bleached hair, layers of rouge, cake- 


makeup, eye-shadow, wigs, and falsies, the padded ° 


girdle is simply one more innovation in modern wom- 
an's attempt to achieve physical perfection. 

“The idea for the padded girdle came to Mr. 
Frederick (as he’s called in the business) about four 
years ago,” explains his assistant Helene Peterman, 
“when he saw women in his retail stores trying to fill 
up the space for curves in the dresses he was then 


selling. We had padded bras to take care of their © 


fronts but nothing to add curves to the flat bottom or 
bony hips. Right then Mr. Frederick went to work 
with foam rubber—what a marvelous invention that 
is—and after much cutting and fitting, came up with 
garments which add curves in different places, just 
over the fanny or the hip bones or both spots. The 
shaped foam-rubber pads are located in pockets 
permanently sewn into the girdles and are easily re- 
moved when the garment is laundered.” 


Big—but Curvy 


Women write in from everywhere— not only small, 
tiny, thin, undersized women but even those who are 
enormous. For example, one woman wrote: “I’m very, 
very wide but, unfortunately, straight and wide. If 
I'm going to be big, I might as well be big and curvy, 
so could you fix me up with a padded girdle for a 
40-inch waist?”

to success when he began designing women’s gar- 
ments from a man’s viewpoint—making them sexy 
and ultra-feminine, “the way a man wants to see a 
woman dressed.” 

Born on New York’s Lower East Side, son of an 
immigrant tailor, Mellinger at 17 went to work as an 
office boy in a mail-order firm.He started his own busi- 
ness after the war, sold his merchandise right from the 
door to make ends meet, then realized that what 
women wanted most was “to appear sexy to their hus- 
bands and boy friends.” 

Well-grounded in foundation garments, Mellinger 
decided to specialize in these. He created a blow-up 
brassiere which the customer inflates according to the 
size she desires. He then perfected a bra called the 
“in-up pushup” which has an angled pad and provides 
a woman with her own cleavage. 

Then came his padded ‘girdles, and business sky- 
rocketed. Today Mellinger has a multi-million dollar 
business and is about to franchise others to operate 
Frederick's stores across the nation. 

Having made various surveys, he knows a good deal 
about his customers, most of whom fall into two age 


brackets: between 16 and 25 and between 30 and 40. 

“There’s a lull between the two groups,” he ex- 
plains. “The young teenager wants to look glamorous 
and then the gal of 30 who probably is married and 
has had her children—she wants to regain her shape 
and keep her husband interested.” 

Mellinger provides his customers with a shape 
insurance policy in which he guarantees that a Fred- 
erick’s garment “will improve your figure or you get 
your money back.” And of course, he is sworn to 
secrecy, 

Recently he received a letter from an army colonel 
in Louisiana. “I am going with a young woman,” the 
colonel wrote, “who regularly receives your catalog. 
| went through it the other night and was bug-eyed 
and speechless as I saw your illustrations of padded 
bosoms, padded hips, false derriéres. You are indeed 
a master of black magic. Before I propose to my girl 
friend, would you be kind enough to let me know if her 
attractive curves, both fore and aft, are true or false?” 

Like a telephone operator asked for her private num- 
ber, Mellinger’s assistant wrote: “I am sorry but we 
cannot give out that type of information.”

HE YOUNG MAN who stood before the

But instead of a college degree, he had 
earned a court conviction; instead of a family, 
he had only the companionship of prisoners. 
He was a convicted burglar. 

Even as he talked, a prison official sat un 
obtrusively nearby. Ten long terms stretched 
ahead of him. And the only reason he was 
back at his alma mater was to warn the stu 
dents from the kind of success he had won. 


Pranksters or Prisoners? 


The young man is a member of Operation 
Youth, an organization of inmates at Oahu 
prison here whose aim is to keep juvenile 
pranksters from becoming adult prisoners 
Its handful of members, whose sentences 
range from ten years to life and whose crimes 
include everything from narcotics violations 
to rape and murder, visit schools, clubs, 
service organizations and PTA groups. 

They introduce themselves, tell why 
they're doing time and for how long, talk 
about prison life. They answer as best they 
can any questions thrown at them by the audi 
ence—usually made up of teenagers and 
young adults. 


Operation Youth was born in 1956, the 
idea of the Rev. William Steeper, who had 
arrived in Hawaii a few years before from 
his native Canada. One of a group of minis 
ters who took turns conducting Sunday eve 
ning services at the prison, Steeper eventually 
was asked to return during the week to talk 
with some of the inmates about the problems 
that troubled them. 

“We talked about a boy in my parish who 
had been caught stealing,” the minister re 
calls, “about another who was showing signs 
of getting into real trouble, and always | 
asked the men for their advice on how such 
youngsters could be helped. What I was try- 
ing to do, of course, was to build up their 
self-confidence. I knew that if they could 
give, they would be better able to receive.” 


Breaking the Ice 


Soon Steeper asked if he might bring 
others to share the sessions. The first were 
high school boys from his Sunday school. 

Embarrassed and shy, they hesitated to 
question the prisoners, and the prisoners in 
turn didn’t know how to break the ice. 

Finally a thirteen-year-old asked a pris- 
oner, “How long are you in for?”

“W hat for?” 

“Murder.” 

There was a shocked silence, then the boy 
blurted, “You don't look like a murderer.” 

In the laughter that followed, men and 
bovs relaxed, and before the meeting ended 
Steeper and the prisoners knew they ‘had 
stumbled on something important. 

They convinced officials to let them go out- 
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ol in o Honolulu suburb. Meeting was so successful school asked men back.

side the prison to talk with groups that in 
vited them. The Rev. Steeper quietly spread 
the word through a few schools and com 
munity groups, and slowly, without fanfare 
or publicity, the men started going out into 
the community to carry their message and 
their warnings. 

The men prefer to talk to teenagers, par 
ticularly those who are headed for trouble, 
and look forward to their frequent sessions at 
the detention home, where youthful offenders 
are kept until they go to court. 

[he men of Operation Youth try to speak 
honestly. When they disagree on a particular 
problem, they admit their differences and ex 
plain that they speak only from personal ex 
perience and that each individual must judge 
for himself what is right. 

Only once have they been unable to cap- 
ture the attention of a group. These were 
young toughs who had been tangling with the 
police with increasing frequency and who 
were obviously headed for serious trouble. 

“Just the kind of kids who really needed 
to listen,” the men point out. 


Realistic Advice 


The advice they give is zealistic and to 
the point. In one recent session a youngster 
asked, “What do I do when someone comes 
looking for a fight?” 

“If there’s a principle involved, stand up 
and fight. If he’s just looking for trouble, say 
‘Okay. You win’ and walk away.” 

“What if he calls me vellow?” 

“Tell him again he wins.” 

“What if someone tries to hijack my 
lunch money?’

“Report him. If he comes back and beats 
vou up, ight him. Mavbe vou take a beating, 
mavbe vou don't but vou lose anyway. 
whether you report him or not.” 

The group's slogan is a paraphrase of the 
famous observation about the bent twig: “It 
is easier to build voungsters than to mend 
adults.” 

That these men, some of whom were as 
tough as any prisoner ever to enter Oahu 
prison, have mended themselves enough to 
be able to advise a youngster to.walk away 
from a fight is an indication of the success of 
Operation Youth 


Kids—Not Statistics 


There is, obviously, no sure way to meas 
ure how big a success, for the youngster who 
heeds the warning will never become a sta 
tistic on a police report. But the fact that they 
are working without visible rewards doesn’t 
bother the men. 

“If we can just talk to enough of these kids, 
particularly the ones who need it most, we're 
bound to be successful,” they believe. “We'll 
probably never be able to point to a particular 
kid and say, ‘We saved him,’ but we'll know 
there are such kids someplace and _ that’s 
good enough for us.” 

“These men probably have more to offer in 
combating juvenile delinquency than anyone 
else in the city,” the Rev. Steeper points out, 
“if they can just get to the right groups at the 
right time.” 

“We're no heroes,’ the prisoners say flatly, 
“and we don't want kids thinking we are. It's 
all right for them to like us. We're just trving 
to make sure they won't BE like us.”

COMES HOME

HEN Maria Beale Fletcher, 19 (see 
We, was chosen Miss America last 
September, it was news to the rest of the 
country, but it was no surprise to the people 
of this mountain city. 

“The others just took a long time to catch 
up with us,” one of Maria's neighbors de 
clared proudly. 

With this tone of fond, [-told-you-so ad 
miration, Asheville turned out recently for 
Maria’s first visit home since she won the na- 
tion’s top beauty crown. They gave her a 
tumultuous welcome. 

Nearly 3000 persons were at the airport 
to greet her. And—as these photos show — 
tor the next three days she was in demand by 
everyone in town for personal appearances, 
parades, banquets. Yet Asheville never forgot 
that Maria was the city’s favorite daughter, 
home for just a little while. They wanted her 
three days to be as much a personal reunion 
with friends as a triumphal return. 

Thus Miss America got her first opportun- 
ity since her sudden leap to fame to catch 
her breath. She could talk to her parents 
until 3 a.m., rekindle old acquaintanceships, 
even spend a few minutes by herself. “Ever 
since the contest, it’s been one thing after 
another,” Maria says. “I had no idea how really 


hectic it was to be Miss America. But don't 
get me wrong—] adore it. It's just that every 
now and then I need a little time with Maria 
Beale Fletcher.” 

“This is my town,” declares Maria, “and I 
love it.”” She showed it by scrapping the rigid 
schedule that had governed her actions ever 
since the pageant. When she was asked to 
crown the Homecoming Queen at Lee 
Edwards High School but not at Reynolds 
High, her alma mater, she balked. She in 
sisted on going to Reynolds too. When her 
timetable left no time for church on Sunday, 
she ignored it and went to worship with her 
friend the Rev. Mark Hopkins. 


Aping the Frogman 


The limelight is nothing new to Maria, 
who made her first stage appearance —un- 
heralded— at age 2. “My wife and I were in 
a USO show,” recalls her father, Beale, a 
former entertainer who now runs a dancing 
school, “and we left her in care of the per- 
former who went on before us, a fellow called 
Leroy the Frogman. One night in Baltimore 
Leroy let her slip away from him.

After her three-day respite, she set off on a 
new whirl of public appearances, fashion 
shows, luncheons, dinners. When her regime 
ends next fall, Maria will use her $10,000 
scholarship to study drama—“probably,” she 
says, “in the Pasadena Playhouse or some- 
where like that.” 

She doesn’t plan to accept any of the 
modeling or movie offers that have followed 
in the wake of the contest. “I have a lot to 
learn before I think about a career,” she says. 

And whatever she does, the home folks in 
Asheville will be watching. “That's our girl,” 
says one confident Maria Fletcher booster. 
“Miss America? Why, that’s only the begin- 
ning of what we expect from Maria.”

Now First in Network News, 
NBC's Robert Sarnoff Says

NEW YORK, Dec. 16 


A' 30 Rockefeller plaza, where the pulse 

of Manhattan beats fastest and the 
heart's blood of the city pumps into arteries 
going in all directions, there stands the 
towering skyscraper of Radio Corporation of 
America. Within the RCA building are the 
headquarters. of its subsidiary, the National 
Broadcasting Co. 


The office of Robert W. Sarnoff, chairman 
of the board of NBC, is on the eighth floor, 
where NBC's high brass works. In Sarnoff's 
reception room the other day sat a familiar 
figure, smiling and affable. It was Jack 
Paar, waiting to lunch with Robert Kintner, 
president of NBC, whose office is next to 
the chairman of the board's. 


Sarnoff came out of his office, hand 
extended, greeted Paar with warm cordiality 
and engaged in a few minutes’ light banter. 
He seemed at ease and sure in this casual, 
but oh so delicate, operation known as 
“getting along with the talent.” 


"| never used to like the contact with the 
talent, probably because | thought | wasn't 
very good at it,” said Sarnoff, “but | came 
to realize it was an important part of my 
job, and now | enjoy it. I've come to know 
Jack quite well. In fact, the time Bob Kint- 
ner and | went down to Florida to see him, 
it was our suggestion that he take the trip 
to Hong Kong. He had a marvelous time.” 


Sarnoff was referring, of course, to Paar's 
celebrated on-the-air leavetaking of the 
“Jack Paar Show," prior to his more re- 
cently celebrated incident in West Berlin. 


SARNOFF'S BASIC INTEREST and con- 
centration is in the administration of the 
company in its entirety. He is not a memo 
writer, as was his predecessor, Pat Weaver. 
lf he has something to say to a fellow 
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officer, he picks up the phone or drops by 
his desk. 

Unlike both William S. Paley, CBS board 
chairman, and Leonard Goldenson, ABC 
board chairman, Sarnoff said he is not con- 
stantly watching television or listening to 
the radio. 


"| don't consider myself a great judge of 
shows and talent,’ he said, “but | trust the 
judgment of our men in charge of program- 
ming. Let's face it, our programming last 
year was a mess, but we're in good shape 
this season.” 


And as for NBC news and special events, 
he is more than merely satisfied. NBC has 
long wanted to surpass CBS, a runaway in 
the news field, and Sarnoff is sure they 
have finally made it. 


In the elegant executives’ dining room, 
with its long oval mahogany table and 
crystal chandelier, he literally glowed over 
his shrimp cocktail. 


"I'm not happy about our position in 
television news,” he said. “I'm ecstatic. 
We've been pouring money and time and 
energy into our news department for five 
years and now it's paying off. You see, we 
analyzed the situation at CBS and we felt 
their operation revolved around one man, 
Edward R. Murrow, so we decided not to 
make that mistake. We don't just have 
Huntley and Brinkley. We've built an or- 
ganization.” It cannot be denied at this 
moment that NBC is top dog in the news 
field. 


SARNOFF SAID he is not worried about 
ever-growing ABC as competition, but he 
agreed it is of considerable interest that 
ABC this season has siphoned off many an 
advertising dollar that might have been 
expected to go to NBC and CBS. 


It is also interesting to note that the 
fierce competition of television is by no 


means limited to the program assistants 
struggling to become directors, or to stars 
struggling for the leading parts, or to vice 
presidents aiming to be president. At the 
absolute top, the competition is sharpest 
because it's harder to stay there than to get 
there. 


Robert W. Sarnoff, 43 years old, son of 
David Sarnoff, chairman of the board of 
RCA, is a tall, brown-haired, blue-eyed man 
who smiles easily, speaks very frankly. He 
doesn't particularly weigh his words nor is 
he overly concerned with being politic. 


He was born in New York City, was 
graduated from Phillips Andover Academy

at Andover, Mass., and Harvard University, 
and took a year of law at the Columbia 


Law School. 


“There's nothing more dangerous than one 
year of law,” he said. "We're the ones who 
know everything.” 

Actually, quite the opposite is true. Sar- 
noff appears quite genuinely modest. 


AFTER ALMOST FOUR YEARS’ service 
in the Navy during World War Il, two of 
them in the Pacific, he worked in Des 
Moines as an assistant to Gardner Cowles, 
Jr., president of the Cowles Publishing Co.. 
and came back to New York as a staff 
member of Look Magazine. He went to 
NBC in 1948. 

"| was the ‘Howdy Doody’ man,” he said. 
"| started in the sales department and that 
was my show. The whole network was in 
Room 666. That was only 13 years ago. 
My only argument with Minow's (Newton 
Minow, chairman of the FCC) criticism of 
television is that it's still so young, and it 
has so much to be proud of. It rather 
hurts to get spanked in public when you 
think you should be congratulated.” 

He said he is most proud of NBC's 
“Continental Classroom,” which offers col- 
lege credits for academic degrees in co- 
operation with colleges and universities in 
all parts of the country; “Victory at Sea,” 
televison's first documentary series and the 


birth of the NBC Opera. 


SARNOFF IS MARRIED to the former 
Felicia Warburg and has two daughters, 
Serena, 5, and Claudia, 2'/2. By a former 
marriage to Esme O'Brien, he has a daugh- 
ter, Rosita, who is a student at Swarthmore 
College. 

The Sarnoffs have an apartment in Man- 
hattan and a house in Armonk, N.Y., where 
they spend summers and some winter 
weekends. 

"| don't play tennis and | don't play 
golf," he said, “but | like to go to the 
country and figure out how to get other 
people to move the trees around. | have a 
compulsion to disturb the landscape. | keep 
moving the trees and bushes.” 

He likes deep-sea fishing and pheasant 
and duck shooting; does not like sit-down 
dinner parties, but prefers large cocktail 
parties where he can move around and talk 
to lots of people. He likes to travel and 
said he welcomes an excuse to go any place.

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As TV Writer, Rod Serling 


ls One-Man Production Line 


By Warner O. Schoyen 


HEN it comes to turning out television 
scripts, Rod Serling is a one-man 
production line. He writes just about all 
the highly imaginative and often “far out" 
stories for CBS-TV's “The Twilight Zone” 
(KMOX-TV, 9 p.m. Fridays). 

The series, which from the beginning has 
maintained a high level of quality, is in its 
third year. Of the 100 scripts finished so 
far, the prolific Serling has written 82. He 
has an even dozen more to do in the 
present 26-week cycle that will carry the 
program through March 26. 


“After that,” he said by telephone the 
other day, “there will be 10 or more to 
take the series into mid-June, but I'll take 
a breathing spell. I'll write perhaps five of 
those 10." - 

Serling has a rigid working schedule, 
even though he does his writing at his own 
home in Pacific Palisades, Calif. 

"| usually put in nine-hour days," he 
said. ‘| start at 8 a.m. and finish at 9 
p.m., with time off for meals, of course, 
and an occasional coffee break.” He usu- 
ally spends about five days turning out a 
script. If it takes longer he often decides 
~i# Kasn't been worth the effort and into the 
wastebasket it goes. “If | can't work it 
out in five days," he said, ‘there's some- 
thing basically wrong with it.” 

THE FIRST QUESTION usually asked of 
Serling is how and where he gets his story 
ideas. 

“Observation, imagination and sweat,” 
he said, “in that order. | pick up ideas 
all over. Once while waiting for a plane 
in Cleveland | saw at the other side of the 
airport waiting room a man wearing a 
brown suit and carrying plaid luggage. | 
happened to have on a brown suit, too, 
and had plaid luggage beside me. While | 
couldn't see his face, | knew there was a 
similarity between us, because he was of my 
height and build. 

“As | watched him, | wondered how I'd 
react if he should turn around and I'd find 
he had a face like mine. Well, there was a 
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story. And so it goes.” 

Serling admitted, however, that if isn't 
as easy as it sounds. “It's a rough go,” he 
said, ‘but, like everything else, you finally 
get into a mold.” 


AS FOR OTHER writing, he's doing none 
at present. But he recently finished a mo- 
tion picture, "Requiem for a Heavyweight,” 
an expansion of a television play of that 
title for which he won an Emmy, one of 
three he has won. The others were for a 
play called “Patterns,” which brought him 
overnight notice when it appeared on 
“Kraft Theater’ about six years ago, and 
"The Comedian.” His “Requiem" movie 
will be released in the spring.” 


Rewriting the TV script to motion-picture 
length, he said, was “like working from 
scratch.” He has done a half-dozen other 
movie stories, three of which have reached 
the screen. 

He prefers writing for television although, 
he said, “movies are much more profitable 
—perhaps 10 times as profitable. But,” he 
added, “they're also much more anonymous. 
Writing motion pictures is no more diffi- 
cult than writing for television. Perhaps | 
could say it's even easier, because you 
have all the time you want or need in 
writing a movie, but in TY you're always 
working against the clock. 

“Anyhow, I'm more of a proven quality 


NOW COMPLETING his third season 
with "The Twilight Zone," Serling isn't cer- 
tain there will be a fourth, although he'd 
like to keep going. 

“But,” he said “out here in Hollywood 
what is a solid, firm, engraved fact on 
Thursday may not even be a consideration 
on Friday. So, you never know.” 

Actually, he has other plans. He has 
accepted a writing and teaching position 
at Antioch College for next year. He said 
his work there will require teaching three 
classes a week. The rest of the time, he 
said, he will have the opportunity of get- 
ting re-acquainted with his wife and family 
and “do some writing.” He hasn't had a 
vacation in months except for four days 


with his family recently in Palm 
Springs. 

in the event ‘Twilight Zone” 
goes into another season, he'll 
commute by plane between Ohio 
and Hollywood. 


Serling, 36 years old, was grad- 
uated from Antioch in 1948, after 
three years as a paratrooper in 
the Pacific in World War Il. In 
his sophomore year he won a 
$500 prize for a radio script. 
Even so, he had given little 
thought to writing. "My Brother 
Bob, with United Press Interna- 
tional, was the writer in our fam- 
ily. But | wasn't satisfied, how- 
ever, with the only job | ever 
had — delivering meat for my 
father, who had a butcher shop 
in Binghamton, New York.” 
IT WAS IN 1949 that he de- 
cided to try writing. He collected 
the usual share of rejection slips, 
but kept at it. Finally in the 
early 1950's he had shows on 
about all of the important TV 
dramatic shows. He became es- 
tablished as a writer of the first 
water with "Patterns," produced 
in 1955. 
“Breaking into television was 
easier then than now,’ he said “TV was 
growing fast and there was a great demand 
for scripts. Many shows bought stories from 
unknown writers. Today an unknown doesn't 
have a chance.” 


As for his “Twilight Zone" stories, he 
said, they deal purely in imagination and 
“this is the most imaginative period in 
history. 


“Our shows may be escape—we deal in 
some pretty far-out things,” he said. “| 
disagree with those who feel that shows 
, dealing with violence are escape. They 
aren't, because we live intimately with 
violence in a violent world.” 


When he first began writing, he was an 
“angry young man,” often at odds with 
agencies or sponsors over what he felt was 
his right as a creative writer to say what he 
chose. But he has mellowed somewhat, if 
one can mellow at 36. 


“There's never any conflict now,” he

said. “My pleys are pure entertainment. 
nothing controversial.” He does occasion- 
ally deal with a social theme but “usually 
in parable form.” He feels that his two 
most successful ventures dealt with con- 
formity and intolerance. 


SERLING is proud of his series. “I've 
never filmed anything that was not in good 
taste,’ he said, “and I've always tried to 
keep the quality level up. |'m not ashamed 
of ‘Twilight Zone’."’ 


Serling is married to a college sweet- 
heart, the former Carol Kramer. They have 
two daughters, Jody, 9, and Nan, 6. 

With two lively children around, don't 
they interfere now and then with his con- 
centration? 


“No,” he said, “my writing room is off- 
base to them. | have more trouble trying 
to make my two dogs, an Irish setter and 
a beagle, understand!”

and a regular pay check, she takes the 
check. 

"| thought after | starred in ‘Come Back 
Little Sheba’ that Broadway was going to 
be easy from then on, but it wasn't. | was 
in three shows which | thought were good 
but which flopped. 

“CRITICS IN NEW YORK are still too 
powerful. | never could figure out how they 
manage to do justice to a production which 
which has been months in preparation after 
seeing it only once and then having to 
write their reviews in such a hurry. On 
Broadway critics can influence future au- 
diences while on television audiences and 
critics see the show at the same time and 
there's no allowance for the critics’ pre- 
digested opinions.” 

Miss Booth, along with hundreds of other 
former Broadway actors, has adjusted to 
life in Hollywood and television with little 
strain. But like many others she's found life 
here lacking in challenge. 

"| don't mean it's lacking in professional 
challenge," she said.

but living in general is too easy here what 
with the climate and everything.

IN THE PAST Miss Booth has often said 
publicly that she'd never consider a tele- 
vision series. Her change in attitude 
stemmed from her fondness for the char- 
acter “Hazel,” an irreverent independent 
maid originally a cartoon character in the 
Saturday Evening Post. 

“Hazel’s been one of my favorite char- 
acters for years,’ Miss Booth said. “It's a 
part that suits me. I've always maintained 
that | have the soul of a chambermaid. 

“Besides, | think it high time actors 
stopped being so precious about their pro- 
fession. Acting is a business like any other 
and the actor must go where he can make 
the best living. A bit of exposure in a 


different medium is good for actors and 
makes them flexible.”

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Big Dan Blocker's Secret 
Is Knowing His Limitations

HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 16 (UP!) 
HE ERA OF pretty boy leading men has 
long been dead, and the pendulum 
has swung in the opposite direction. 


Take the case of Dan Blocker, if you dare. 


As “Hoss,” the outsized member of the 
Cartwright family on the ‘Bonanza’ series 
{KSD-TV, 8 p.m. Sundays), Blocker is one 
of the most popular leading men in tele- 
VISION. 

Dan weighs 300 pounds and stands six 
feet four, dimensions which discourage 
people from commenting on his facial 
beauty. 

Rarely does such a huge man catch the 
fancy of the public. Blocker co-stars with 
Lorne Greene, Pernell Roberts and Mike

Landon, all of whom are handsome but 
somehow less appealing. 


Blocker is a standout in their company. 
He also would be singled out in a rogues 
gallery. 

“SURE, 1 KNOW | ain't. physically at- 
tractive,’ Dan said. “But there have always 
been guys around who weren't feal hand- 
some to look at. | have no illusions about 
myself, and I'm better off for knowing my 
limitations. 

“More good character actors have ruined 
themselves by trying to play romantic 
leads. The first thing any performer should 
do is stake out his limitations, then fill 
every space in his little sphere.” 


Blocker fills so much space that he wor- 
ries about the horses he rides in the West- 
ern series. 


"Everybody else is the show rides quarter 
horses,’ he grinned. 


"| wouldn't dare. A small horse like that 
would break down in no time at all if he 
had to carry me around. So | ride a Mor- 
gan horse. He's no better off than | am 
His name is ‘Chubby.’ ” 

Blocker believes that if men like Wallace 
Beery, Humphrey Bogart and Spencer Tracy 
were able to build long and successful 
careers, he stands a good chance, too. 

"If I've got it, I'm lucky,” he said. “If 
not, | can always end up coaching football 
down in Texas somewhere. 

“Be honest with you, I'm right glad | 
ain't handsome. If | was, | wouldn't be 
playing Hoss right now. The worst roles 
ever written are for handsome leading men. 

“But writers can really throw themselves 
into good character parts. They have a 
ball with them. And guys like me can jump 
right in there and act up a big old storm." 

This is the third season for “Bonanza,” 
presented in color. Until this season it had 
the 6:30 p.m. spot on Saturdays, where it 
opposed the highly successful ‘Perry 
Mason” series on CBS-TV and "The Roar- 
ing Twenties’ on ABC-TV. Since it has 
moved to the Sunday night spot it has 
shot up in the ratings. 


Chester Leaving Dodge City 
For a TV Show of His Own 


HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 16 (UPI) 
HE plaintive cry of ‘Mister Dillon’ will 
fade from Dodge City forever next 

spring when Chester Goode chucks his job 
as the marshal's assistant to become a song 
and dance man on his own TV show. 

Dennis Weaver, who sterred as stiff- 
legged Chester on the top-rated ‘Gun- 
smoke!"’ series for seven years, is striking 
out on his own. 

“This is my last season for sure,’ Weaver 
announced. 

“I've talked about it before, but this time 
I'm really leaving. I'm not quitting just 


for the sake of more money or because 
I'm unhappy with ‘Gunsmoke!’ 

“| have something I'd rather do—my 
very own show. It will be called either 
'TV Tonight’ or ‘The Dennis Weaver Show.’ 
I'll be a sort of a host and master of cere- 
monies of an hour variety show, something 


like what Dinah Shore does.” 

THE ABSENCE OF Chester from the 
weekly Western may prove a disastrous 
blow to Jim (Marshal Dillon) Arness and 
the rest of the cast. 

Weaver is aware that his departure may 
have serious consequences. 

"| know leaving the program will affect 
things,” he said, “but | don't know to what 
extent or in what area. They're talking 
about replacing me with another assistant 
for Marsha! Dillon, but he won't be another 
Chester.” 

Why is Weaver tossing aside such a good 
deal for a risky try at success in a field 
completely foreign to him? 

"I'm not under the illusion that I'll ever 
be lucky enough to appear as a regular in 
another 'Gunsmoke!',”” he explained. . ‘That 
happens only once in a lifetime. 

"| GUESS THE creative urge just over- 
whelmed me after seven years in one role. 
| feel I've got to do something else. This 
is the moment of my peak popularity and 
greatest baraaining strength. | should take 
advantage of it to try a new field. 

"| realize variety shows aren't going over 
big now, but the gamble is exciting. It is 
adventuresome and | get a pioneer feeling 
about having my own property.

“Bob Banner, who produced Dinah's show 
and the Garry Moore show, is going to be 
my partner.” 

"Gunsmoke!" producer Norman MacDon- 
ald, the CBS network and Arness haven't 
attempted to dissuade Weaver from 
leaving. 

“It will be a sad day for me when | 
leave,’ Dennis said. 

“I've built up a lot of friendships and 
associations with this show. And after all 
this time it won't be easy for me to say 
goodbye to all the fine people. 

“Right now they're trying to figure out 
a way to write me out of the series. Maybe 
they'll leave the door open for me to come 
back. 

“It's not very probable, but then nothing 
is impossible.”
